COMBAT ELM DISEASE 


The Dutch elm disease has flared 
up over so wide an area in Illinois 
that, after a local meeting had been 
held to acquaint public officials with 
the problem, the state chamber of 
commerce sponsored a_ conference 
last month on control measures. 

It drew twice the attendance ex- 
pected. The speakers, including the 
foremost authorities on elm diseases, 
presented the most practical talks or 
papers on the subject. That is why 
a public meeting is reported at some 
length in this issue. Some arborists 
were in attendance, recognizing the 
importance of the subjects discussed. 

Other midwest states than Illinois 
were represented at the gathering, 
because it is feared the Dutch elm 
disease soon will require action 
there. Nurserymen, as well as arbor- 
ists, should be posted on the latest 
control measures for this disease and 
should lend their influence toward 
movements to check its spread in 
their respective communities. 


LANDSCAPE FIRMS 

Landscape firms which have ac- 
cumulated a considerable acreage of 
stock grown for their own use are 
easily led either into the wholesale 
nursery business or into a retail sales- 
yard operation, or perhaps both. In 
a time like the present, when busi- 
ness is brisk in all three branches of 
the business and labor, especially 
skilled labor for landscape work, is 
difficult to acquire, there is tempta- 
tion to forego business in that de- 
partment in favor of the others, 
which require less contact with, or 
attention to, customers. At such a 
time the harassed owner may won- 
der about the future of landscape 
designing and planting services. 

For the man who is trained and ex- 
perienced in the landscape field, in 
the real sense of those words, there 
is usually a desire to continue despite 
the lure of an easier labor problem 
in other fields, which may be a will- 
o’-the-wisp after all. 

Certainly there are more than 
enough landscape orders at the pres- 
ent time, and the principal problem

is the lack of competent personnel to 
handle them comfortably. While the 
multitude of do-it-yourself garden- 
ers in small new homes furnish re- 
tail salesyards plenty of sales, there 
are many expensive homes being 
built that require the landscape 
nurseryman’s services. They will con- 
tinue to be required for homes of the 
better class, and if public interest in 
gardening keeps gaining at its cur- 
rent pace, the professional man’s 
guidance and performance will be 
still more valued. 

It may be noted here that land- 
scape architects, who necessarily for- 
sook private practice for government 
and other employment in depression 
and wartime years, have been return- 
ing to the home construction field to 
an important degree. 

That fact, plus the work of the 
National Landscape Nurserymen’s 
Association with educational institu- 
tions, may be expected to stimulate 
interest in that field and produce a 
gain in personnel, though perhaps 
slowly. 

And while the landscape nursery- 
man may think his is a hectic life, 
especially in the spring, the wholesale 
nurseryman or the retail salesyard 
operator has not been known to boast 
that his is an easy career. 

Above all other considerations are 
two, the ties that bind any profes- 
sional man to his calling and the ob- 
ligations he owes to the public. The 
higher forms of horticulture will not 
be achieved by the home gardener 
unaided, no matter how advanced an 
amateur he may be. Those who are 
professionally trained and skilled in 
the design and construction of gar- 
dens and who are versed in the se- 
lection of plants must set higher 
standards in ornamental horticulture 
for the amateur public and guide it 
in the achievement of finer things. 


SAFE INSECTICIDES 


Under the recent Miller amend- 
ment to the federal food and drug 
act, insecticide manufacturers are re- 
quired to supply two types of data 
before pesticide chemicals may be 
sold in interstate commerce. 

First, data showing the effective- 
ness of the material in controlling 
pests and the residue which will re- 
main in or on the crop when the pes- 
ticide is used according to direction 
must be supplied to the Department 
of Agriculture. 

Second, data on the toxicity of 
the pesticide chemical must be sup- 
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plied to the food and drug adminis. 
tration. In establishing a tolerance, 
the F. D. A. also considers the 
amount of residue of the chemical 
which will remain in or on the crop 
when it is applied according to label 
directions. 

This residue and toxicological data 
are obtained from many sources. It 
comes from research done by com- 
panies in their own laboratories, 
from the work of land grant colleges 
and universities, both on cooperative 
projects and independently; from 
private research institutions, and 
from expert research organizations 
doing work on toxicology and medi- 
cine. This research often takes a 
period of many months and costs the 
companies many thousands of dollars 
for each pesticide, according to the 
bulletin of the agricultural chemical 
manufacturers’ association. In addi- 
tion, the companies must now de- 
posit a minimum of $1,000 to pay 
for costs of the food and drug admin- 
istration in analyzing the research 
data and determining a tolerance. 

The result of this program is that 
adequate information on residues is 
provided by the companies reason- 
ably to assure that when insecticides 
are used as directed, residues, if any, 
will be within the tolerance deter- 
mined by the F. D. A. Under this 
program, the grower is reasonably 
assured that when he uses the chemi- 
cal as directed, there will be no ex- 
cess residue and no hazard to the 
public health. 

As a practical matter, growers will 
have to depend primarily upon the 
label for their directions for use. 
During this period of transition, 
when the manufacturers are adjust- 
ing to compliance with the Millet 
amendment, some old labels will still 
be on products now on the market. 
If there is any doubt as to the ade- 
quacy of the label, complete up-to- 
date directions can be obtained from 
the manufacturer.

Christmas Promotion Draws Customers 


A Nativity display that last year 
attracted an estimated 40,000 visi- 
tors to the Hillenmeyer Nurseries’ 
garden center at Lexington, Ky.., 
will be repeated for the fourth con- 
secutive time this yuletide season. 

The Nativity scene, housed in a 
real barn, is only one of several 
Christmas promotions used by the 
firm to bring potential customers to 
the garden center, which was opened 
in 1950 and is located about two and 
one-half miles from downtown Lex- 
ington on a country road that flanks 
the nursery farm. 

Christmas promotion, Robert Hil- 
lenmeyer, manager of the garden 
center, feels, should be a part of the 
spirit of the season, as well as com- 
mercially attractive, and the Nativ- 
ity scene amply meets this require- 
ment. 

Choral Singers Participate 

Already, in the relatively short 
time it has been used, the Nativity 
scene has become a part of the tra- 
dition of celebration of Christmas in 
the blue grass section of Kentucky. 
Numerous churches and other or- 
ganizations each year accept Hillen- 
meyer invitations to conduct choral 
singing at the housing the 
scene. All denominations are invited.

In fact, such singing groups were 
sO numerous in 1954 that a schedule 
had to be set up to prevent overlap- 
ping. Frequently at least two groups 
showed up on a night. Reserva- 
tions for this year already are being 
received. 

Hillenmeyer’s has an advantage in 
having an authentic barn adjacent 
to the garden center parking lot, but

other imitators here—and there 
have been’ several—have used 
stacked bales of hay effectively to 
simulate barn walls. 

In the center section of the barn 
a hay-filled trough serves as the tra- 
ditional crib, with a large doll being 
used for the Infant Jesus. Life-size 
mannequins, brought here from Italy 
and authentically garbed, portraying 
Mary, Joseph, the three Wise Men 
bearing gifts, and a shepherd, are 
posed around the crib. Figures of 
lambs complete the scene. 

Other stalls of the barn contain 
and this is one of the most effective 
parts of the display—live sheep, 
cows, burros, chickens, goats, pig- 
eons and such. The sounds of the 
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animals, coupled with the natural 
smells -of a barn, give an aura of 
authenticity to the scene. 

Lighting in the barn is indirect 
and diffused, save for a spotlight 
that shines on the Infant. 


Star Beacon Used 


A lighted star, five feet in diam- 
eter and mounted 25 feet above the 
barn, serves as a beacon to the dis- 
play and can be seen for several 
miles. A smaller lighted star, on a 
directional signboard, guides motor- 
ists from the main road down the 
side road to the center. Displayed 
on the barn are the _ traditional 
phrase, “Peace on earth to men of

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Christmas Story Told at Entrance to Nativity Scene at Hillenmeyer Nurseries 
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" Wholesalers Fall Reports Optimistic 


While many wholesale nursery 
firms indicate their normal fall trade 
is but 20 to 30 per cent of their 
spring business, there is a steady 
pickup in the post-summer demands 
noted by these nurserymen. Beyond 
this, gains this year up to 15 per 
cent above last fall’s records are 
reported in the accompanying com- 
ments from wholesale growers across 
the country. While some feel that 
fall trade is difficult to promote to 
the public, others believe that pro- 
motional efforts of the trade are al- 
ready bearing fruit in better de- 
mands for all types of landscape 
plantings. New homes continue to be 
a major source of landscape business. 

Drought reduced stock supplies in 
some areas and hurricanes damaged 
stock in others, which shortened sup- 
plies and so lessened sales possibil- 
ities, especially in the northeast and 
some southern states. However, nurs- 
erymen who experienced such set- 
backs anticipate stock will be back 
in condition for spring trade. Dry 
weather this fall delayed digging 
elsewhere, which also reduced ship- 
ping potentials for this year. 

Container stock growing is ex- 
panding fall sales, wholesalers con- 
tinue to state. Shade trees remain in 
heavy demand, with large sizes 
scarce. Evergreen sales are generally 
normal. Orders for spring are brisk. 
Little is said of surpluses. Optimism 
is almost universal in the trade. 


Manchester Activities Up 


L. C. Vanderbrook, president of 
Vanderbrook Nurseries, Manchester, 
Conn., reports an active fall trade, 
up from last year’s. He writes: 

“We here in Connecticut, and 
particularly Manchester, have had 
an active fall, with a large move- 
ment of evergreen material and de- 
ciduous shrubs, which leads us to 
believe that there has been a heavy 
planting of homes, as well as indus- 
trial and highway development. 

“Our autumn business roughly 
constitutes in volume 30 per cent of 
our annual spring business, and that, 
compared with previous years’ rec- 
ords, has gone up approximately 8 
to 10 per cent, due primarily to 
considerable activity in inexpensive 
plantings in housing developments, 
which have used large quantities of 
stock. 

“All of this has been accomplished 
many times under difficulties, with 
abnormal rainfall curtailing our ef- 
forts to dig. This rainfall has con- 
tinued to be abnormally heavy ever 
since the advent of hurricane Diane, 





August 19. While there was con- 
siderable damage to many Connec- 
ticut communities, our particular 
location experienced no flood dam- 
age and only slight land erosion in 
most agricultural areas. We feel that 
we were indeed fortunate. The ex- 
cessive rainfall has resulted in de- 
layd action from fertilizer applica- 
tions, and plants have made up their 
growth later in the season. They are 
now in beautiful condition and will 
probably stay that way for spring 
delivery.” 
Shortages Cut Sales 


Gardner’s Nurseries, Rocky Hill, 
Conn., note a small reduction in fall 
sales. R. H .Gardner, president, 
states: 

“Normally our fall business is 
about one third of our spring busi- 
ness. Compared with last fall, this 
fall’s business runs about 5 per cent 
short, but this is due entirely to a 
shortage of material. A year from 
now we will have more material and 
we figure that business will be run- 
ning a little higher.” 


New Jersey Gains Big 


Fall trade, steadily increasing in 
proportion to spring sales, were dou- 
ble those of last fall at Hess’ Nurs- 
eries, Mountain View, N. J., Charles 
Hess states, adding: 

“During the past few years our 
business has changed somewhat. At 
one time our spring business account- 
ed for better than 90 per cent of 
our yearly volume, and fall was 10 
per cent or less. At the present time 
our spring volume runs about 60 
to 65 per cent and our fall volume 
30 to 40 per cent. 

“As far as our fall business this 
year is concerned, it is double that 
of last year. Collections have been 
good, and spring booking is away 
ahead of a year ago at this time. 

“I may add that with the terrific 
amount of building going on, there 
are many new landscape nurseries 
springing up in our location, giving 
us considerable additional business. 

“We also have started to grow 
container stock. We have experi- 
mented with this for three years, and 
we are now going into it in a large 
way. We know what we can and 
what we cannot do in growing con- 
tainer material and have also found 
out which items to can in the fall and 
in the spring.” 

Storms Affect Supplies 


The necessity to cancel orders be- 
cause of damage to stock from hur- 





ricanes earlier this year reduced the 
fall business, according to V. J. Vani- 
cek, Rhode Island Nurseries, New- 
port, R. I, who comments as fol- 
lows on the season’s trade: 

“Fall business with us comprises 
only about 20 per cent of our annual 
volume, and the greater part of this 
is with midwestern firms. We do 
little fall work in the New England 
area. 

“Business has been about as usual 
in the midwestern states, but we 
have found a definite decline in that 
done in the New England areas. 

“Our growing season during the 
summer was about normal, with no 
sustained droughts. Labor, we feel, 
is going to be one of our problems 
for the coming spring, and we are 
preparing to import a good part of 
our needed manpower. 

“This year, of course, has been a 
bad one for us as compared to other 
years, due entirely to our hurricanes 
of a year ago. So many plants were 
made unsalable by these storms that 
it was necessary to do a great deal 
of canceling. However, the greater 
part of this stock will be available 
for next spring delivery.” 


Maryland Fall Trade Gain 


C. Willard Stoner, Westminster 
Nurseries, Westminster, Md., sees 
fall sales gaining. His general com- 
ments on the fall trade “follow: 

“The fall of 1955 so far has been 
more or less like other years. With 
abundant moisture during mid- 
August and later, permitting us to 
start digging conifers earlier than 
usual, we have been steadily han- 
dling stock to capacity. However, 
we did note that during September, 
which was unusually warm, the de- 
mand did not seem so brisk as in 
other years for the same period. This 
condition changed in October, with 
the approach of cooler weather, and 
our volume now seems to be equal 
to if not better than last fall’s. 

“We have seen a marked trend 
in the past few years for the fall 
demand for nursery products to 
equal, if not exceed, our spring busi- 
ness. We have a much longer period 
of time to handle stock in the fall, 
with better planting conditions. Also, 
our stock is more complete for fall 
sales, as by the time we reach spring, 
many items that are extremely pop- 
ular become depleted. 

“Our labor seems to be stable, 
and operating costs are gradually 
increasing, resulting in higher over- 
head, with less net profit. Our rec-

Horticulturists Plan Added Activities 


Nearly 150 delegates, including 
some from as far as California, par- 
ticipated in an action-packed series 
of events at the 10th American 
Horticultural Congress and the an- 
nual meeting of American Horticul- 
tural Council, Inc., at Washington, 
D. C., October 26 to 29. Most of the 
leading horticulturists from all sec- 
tions of the United States were in 
attendance at the affair, with head- 
quarters at the Shoreham hotel. 

Phil Alampi, farm and garden di- 
rector, WRCA:WRCA-TV, New 
York city, was elected president for 
the ensuing year; Ray Hartman, San 
Jose, Calif., first vice-president; Mrs. 
Jesse R. Hakes, Glenwood, Md., 
second vice-president, and” Donald 
Wyman, Jamaica Plain, Mass., sec- 
retary. Re-elected to office were 
Treasurer Larry R. Hubbard, West- 
field, N. J., and the editor of the 
A. H. C. News, Dr. Donald P. Wat- 
son, department of horticulture, 
Michigan State University, East 
Lansing. 

The congress chairman, Dr. 
Richard P. White, executive vice- 
president of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, opened the eve- 
ning meeting October 26 with a wel- 
come to the delegates and guests. 
“Rosarama,” a sound and color mo- 
tion picture by the Mount Arbor 
Nurseries, Shenandoah, Ia., on the 
firm’s rose-growing activities in 
California, provided a pleasant hor- 
ticultural atmosphere for the pro- 
gram to follow. 

In a panel on long-range activi-

tives of the American Horticultural 
Council, Moderator White indicated 
that the American Association of 
Nurserymen is interested in deter- 
mining what horticultural organiza- 
tions are maintaining a register of 
plant names. Of 42 organizations 
contacted, only 15 reported keeping 
such a record. As a long-range ob- 
jective, Dr. White suggested that 
the A. H. C. could make a worth- 
while horticultural contribution if it 
eventually could employ sufficient 
personnel to maintain plant registry 
systems for its member organizations. 

Dr. Ray Allen, director, Kings- 
wood Center, Mansfield, O., stated 
that while much money has been in- 
vested in establishing and maintain- 
ing arboretums, there is a lag in 
promoting their work and in devel- 
oping educational programs. One of 
the problems of arboretums is that 
of getting new plant introductions. 
He suggested that perhaps the 
A. H. C. could help overcome this 
by establishing a propagation area, 
arranging to pool foreign orders 
from the various arboretums wishing 
to import material and _ encour- 
aging the originators of new plants 
to donate their introductions to the 
arboretums. 

The A. H. C., Dr. Allen contin- 
ued, can help the public to recognize 
the value of arboretums and public 
gardens, marshall financial aid to 
them, give publicity about arbore- 
tums, encourage more students to 
major in_ horticultural subjects, 
serve as a clearinghouse for infor- 


mation and new publications on 
horticultural subjects and arrange 
to have pertinent foreign books and 
manuscripts transplated into the 
English language. 

Dr. George H. M. Lawrence, di- 
rector, Bailey Hortorium, Cornell 
University, Ithaca, N. Y., stated 
that he felt the A. H. C. should be 
recognized, along with representa- 
tives of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, as a second 
agency in planning and program- 
ing future international horticultural 
congresses. He suggested the A.H.C. 
establish liaison with national horti- 
cultural organizations in other coun- 
tries on a long-term planning basis 
and consider the preparation of a 
leaflet listing the horticultural high- 
lights of other countries, for the 
benefit of members traveling abroad 


Magazine Aid 


The panel continued with Joseph 
Lane, House and Garden magazine, 
New York city, reporting on a sur- 
vey of home and garden magazine 
editors and writers as to help the 
A. H. C. might give them. Aids re- 
quested included summaries on new 
insecticides, fertilizers and reports 
of interest, information on changes 
in the nomenclature of plants and 
the setting up of joint projects to 
learn the differences in gardening 
techniques on a regional basis. 

Mrs. Helen Hull, Boonton, N. J., 
past president, American Horticul- 
tural Council, concluded the panel 
discussion and the evening program 
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by answering the question as to what 
the amateur horticultural groups 
and the single plant societies seek 
in the way of help and action from 
the A. H. C. She suggested that the 
A. H. C. enter a campaign to ac- 
quaint the 63 member organizations 
with its accomplishments and objec- 
tives. The A. H. C. News is doing 
an excellent job; unfortunately, how- 
ever, only the president or secretary 
of a group sees this fine newsletter. 
If each member of each organiza- 
tion were to receive an individual 
copy, more interest and financial 
support in the council’s work might 
be developed. Mrs. Hull also sug- 
gested holding a series of judging 
schools, where members of single 
plant societies can explain their 
judging standards to those of other 
groups. 
Plant Hardiness Zone Map 

President Carl Wedell, Long 
Island Agricultural and Technical 
Institute, Farmingdale, Long Island, 
presided over the business meeting 
the morning of October 27. 

Dr. Henry T. Skinner, director, 
National Arboretum, Washington, 
D. C., reported for his commission 
on the plant hardiness zone map for 
the United States and adjacent 
Canada. The map, Dr. Skinner said, 
is nearing completion, but does not 
yet incorporate such local changes 
as have been recommended or are 
under study by individual members. 
Revisions proposed by Prof. J. W. 
Neill for British Columbia and ad- 
jacent areas are still under study. 

The map is based primarily upon 
average minimum winter tempera- 
ture studies as given in the 1941 
U.S. D. A. Yearbook, “Climate and 
Man,” and in the 1953 “Climato- 
logical Atlas of Canada.” Dr. Skin- 
ner called attention to the fact that 
13 hardiness zones will replace the 
10 of the Arnold Arboretum study. 

It has been suggested that the 
map be prepared on a suitable scale 
together, if possible, with four 
others limited to quarters of the 
whole. This would permit larger- 
scale reproduction for improved de- 
tail within the smaller areas. 

Reporting for the commission on 
standards and ethics in horticultural 
advertising, Phil Alampi cited the 
increasing number of fines and sen- 
tences to imprisonment handed 
down tao unscrupulous advertisers 
and noted that newspapers are be- 
coming more aware of these penal- 
ties, since less deceptive advertising 
is currently being found. 

In summing up the activities of 
the council, President Wedell 
stressed the need for a larger mem- 


bership, to help keep the public 
more fully informed of horticultural 
activities. He mentioned the value of 
the council’s forthcoming handbook 
for plant registrars and hoped that 
it would be published in four or five 
months’ time. A survey had been 
made, he continued, to ascertain the 
need for a central office for the 
council and its member societies. To 
be really effective the A. H. C. 
should have a permanent headquar- 
ters and an executive secretary, Mr.

ginia, captivated the audience with 
his colored slide lecture on this re- 
stored historic town. Mr. Hopkins 
started out with pictures showing 
the quaint designs of 18th century 
gardens; these views were followed 
by slides of early American estates 
with their kitchen and _ pleasure 
gardens. 

The climate of Virginia, the archi- 
tect said, prevents the use of peren- 
nials; so box, spring-flowering bulbs 
and ground covers are much used. 
These, with flowering shrubs and 
berried trees and shrubs, are the 
mainstay in Virginia. Beds and bor- 
ders of small numbers of tulips 
against evergreen backgrounds make 
wonderful displays. 

Extremely unusual were the slides 
showing topiary patterns. These 


were followed with pictures of liv- 
ing plants in the Williamsburg gar- 
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dens as examples. Topiary work js 
a lot of fun, and anyone can learn 
it. Yaupon holly is excellent for 
topiary work in Virginia and is also 
used for hedges. 

The use of raised beds, with peb- 
bled paths, is one device for making 
small gardens appear larger. Mr. 
Hopkins explained his pictures of 
pleached arbors of beech by stating 
that the trees were cut back, and the 
resultant twigs were entwined over 
a wooden framework. Openings 
were cut into the sides for views into 
the gardens, and these, with open- 
ings cut into the top, let sunlight 
inside to keep the leaves green. 

An unusual feature of some of the 
old estates was the use of mounts in 
the gardens. These were nothing 
more than covered icehouses, with 
ramps to ascend to the top. Their 
purpose was to help hide this other- 
wise unsightly structure, to afford a 
view of the gardens from above 
them and to get the breeze—a not 
inconsiderate feature during a Vir- 
ginia summer. Mr. Hopkins ended 
his talk with slides showing scenes 
of the governor’s palace and gardens 
taken at various seasons. 


Horticultural Research 
Dr. S. M. Emsweller, head. de- 


partment of ornamental plants sec- 
tion, agricultural research service, 
U.S. D. A., Washington, D. C., pre- 
sided at the afternoon session Octo- 
ber 27. 

Vast opportunities exist for re- 
search with ornamental plants, Dr. 
W. E. Snyder, head, department of 
ornamental horticulture, Rutgers 
University, New Brunswick, N. J.. 
stated in the first talk. At the re- 
quest of the American Association of 
Nurserymen, he said, a survey of 
research of interest to the nursery 
industry has been under way since 
last February. Included were the 
various colleges and universities, ex- 
periment stations, arboretums, bo- 
tanical gardens, private research 
foundations, the departments of ag- 
riculture of the various states and 
those of the federal government and 
the Dominion of Canada. 

In response to an initial inquiry. 
85 agencies, or 35 per cent, indi- 
cated that there was neither research 
nor field trials of interest to the 
nursery trade currently under way 
at their institutions. On the othe 
hand, 147 agencies, or 60 per cent. 
indicated that such research was 
currently in progress, while only 11 
institutions, or 5 per cent, failed to 
reply. 

The largest number of institu- 
tions reporting favorably, Dr. Sny-

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Operating a Garden Center 


Chapter 2. Planning the Garden Center 


Plan your garden center care- 
fully; it will help you to avoid costly 
mistakes. Some garden centers show 
a sad lack of planning; they are a 
meaningless hodgepodge, unattrac- 
tive and inconvenient. There is some 
excuse for this when the garden cen- 
ter was not originally planned as 
such, but was a slow development of 
an idea. You who are starting out to 
build a garden center from scratch 
have a great advantage, because you 
can plan all features at one time, 
constructing and ‘integrating them 
for convenience and attractiveness. 

A practical way to proceed with 
your planning is to lay out the de- 
sign on paper to scale. You can use 
cross-section paper, allowing each 
square to represent one foot or more, 
or if you are adept with T-square, 
triangle and scale, you can make a 
more elaborate plan. You can vis- 
ualize your area more easily when 
you have it before you on paper and 
you can plan the layout and appor- 
tion each area more intelligently. 
There will be less danger of giving 
too little or too much space to any 
one part of the garden center. 

List Needs 

Before you begin your actual 
planning, make a list of all the fea- 
tures you want to incorporate in 
your garden center, such as parking 
lot, lath house, salesroom, conserva- 
tory, work area, storage building,

office, etc. Even though you may not 
intend to include some of these until 
later, it is best to provide for them 
in the original plan. Then you will 
have a better integrated layout and 
possibly avoid construction difficul- 
ties later on. 

Try to plan your layout in such 
a way that important areas can be 
expanded without encroaching upon 
others. At some future time you may 
want to enlarge your parking lot 
only to find it impossible, because the 
lath house is in the way, or it may be 
that it would be impossible to build 
a bigger lath house without using 
part of the parking lot. It might be- 
come impossible to enlarge your 
office without taking valuable space 
away from your salesroom. By care- 
ful, thoughtful planning you can 
make provision for future expansion 
if it becomes desirable. 

An example of how you can make 
provision for future expansion is 
shown in an accompanying plan 
(illustration 1). This shows a sim- 
ple layout, with only the essential 
elements of parking lot, lath house, 
salesroom, work area and office. In 
this imaginary set-up, provision has 
been made not only for expansion of 
all important areas, but for the con- 
struction of additional buildings. For 
example, the parking lot (P) can be 
expanded by taking over the lawn 
area (M). The office (A) can be 


enlarged by the addition of space 
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Illustration 2—A poorly planned gar- 
den center layout, where expansion needs 
would create difficulties. 


K and the salesroom (B) can be ex- 
tended into space G. If a conserva- 
tory is desired, it could be built at 
point C. More lath area could be 
constructed in the work area (D). 
All of this expansion can be accom- 
plished easily, without remodeling 
existing areas, and the only area to 
suffer reduction would be the work 
area (D). 
Poor Plan Problems 


Illustration 2 is the plan of an 
actual garden center layout and 
illustrates poor planning. Approach- 
ing from the east, one has difficulty 
figuring out just where to turn in, 
because the lath house partially cuts 
off the view of the parking lot. The 
shop itself cannot be seen at all from 
that direction. The sign is attached 
to the top of the lath house parallel 
to the highway, so it cannot be seen 
from the road until one is right upon 
it. The customer is at a loss to know 
how and where to park. As likely as 
not, he will park in such a way as to 
cut off access to the service drive to 
the work area. 

If it should become necessary to 
enlarge the parking lot, about the 
only way it could be done in the lay- 
out shown would be to tear down 
part of the lath house and rebuild it 
at the rear. This illustration is given 
merely to show the importance of 
careful planning. Many garden cen- 
ters are just as poorly planned.

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Propagating Holly Under 
Polyethylene Film

The nurseryman today is finding 
that polyethylene plastic fits more 
and more into everyday nursery pro- 
cedure. The product is used for stor- 
ing and shipping plants and plant 
material, soil fumigation, stratifying 
seeds, etc. However, it is in the field 
of plant propagation that polyethy- 
lene probably has its greatest value 
for the nurseryman. 

Polyethylene has been used in 
many ways to produce plants for 
the Arnold Arboretum’s collections. 
It has found its place in nearly every 
phase of plant propagation. This 
article deals with the use of poly- 
ethylene in the rooting of cuttings 
of ilex at the arboretum. 

The properties of this plastic are 
such that air can pass through it 
readily, while at the same time, the 
passage of water, in the form of 
water vapor, is retarded. Therefore, 
if this plastic is placed over some 
type of frame, leaving enough over- 
lap on the sheets so they can be 
sealed together, one has, in a sense, 
a small greenhouse. There is a 
constant exchange of air through the 
plastic, and at the same time the 
humidity inside the closed area is 
kept high. 

Use at Arboretum 


Polyethylene plastic, which pro- 
vides optimum rooting conditions 
cheaply and easily, was used to cover 
the propagating bench where all our 
ilex cuttings were rooted. The cut- 
ting case was made by removing the 
glass sash from one of our grafting 
cases and replacing it with plastic. 
This plastic was supported by laths 


which ran crosswise of the case. The 
individual sheets of plastic were cut 
wide enough to allow three to four 
inches of overlap on each piece, thus 
insuring a tight seal. There was also 
a 6 to 8-inch overlap of plastic down 
the front and the back of the case. 

The medium used for rooting ilex 
cuttings was a half-and-half mixture 
of sand and peat. This, of course, 
was measured by volume. 

The factor of bottom heat was 
handled slightly differently perhaps 
than most propagators handle it, in 
that the bottom heat, supplied by 
electric cable, was maintained at 
a temperature of 80 to 85 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Favorable results have 
been obtained in our propagation 
work, both with soft and hardwood 
cuttings, by having the bottom heat 
higher than the conventional 68 to 
72 degrees F. We have experienced 
no trouble at higher temperatures, 
and in the case of propagating soft- 
wood cuttings, the temperature of 
the medium rises much higher than 
with hardwood cuttings, averaging 
90 to 95 degrees F. This extreme 
temperature has also given us no 
harmful effects.

ns: 2. Rooted cuttings in lot 1 showed signs of hormone overdosage. Even though 
most of the cuttings started to root in the control lots, 3 and 4, rooting was light. Wounding is a definite aid to rooting. The 
cuttings used in the above experiment were taken from plants growing in the wild. 
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Illustration A (Lot 1) Note how 
rooting has occured above the basal por- 
tion of the cutting, which has been kill- 
ed by the very strong hormone. 

Illustration B — (Lot 2) Approxi- 
mately 10 per cent of the cuttings died 
in the medium after rooting. Hormone 
concentration a little too strong. 


The following is the procedure 
used in propagating ilex from hard- 
wood cuttings. The cutting wood 
is collected and made up into cut- 
tings immediately. However, when it 
is impractical to make the cuttings 
immediately, the cutting material is 
placed in large polyethylene plastic 
bags and stored in a refrigerator 
maintained at a temperature of 40 


degrees F. No packing material is 
used in the plastic bags. Handled 
this way the propagating material 
can be kept in good condition for 
from 10 days to two weeks. 


The collected material is made 
into cuttings three to three and one- 
half inches in length, with no atten- 
tion being paid to the position of 
the basal cut. There is no attempt 
to cut to a node, through a node 
or through the so-called basal ring. 
The procedure used standardizes the 
length of the cuttings, which facili- 
tates handling. Once made, the cut- 
tings are wounded. This cut does not 
have to be deep, just deep enough to 
expose the cambium layer. 

Wounding Important 

Wounding the cuttings is very im- 
portant. This statement applies not 
only to ilex, but to other plants as 
well, such as magnolia, Acer pal- 
matum atropurpureum, juniperus 
and rhododendron. Normally, when 
a cutting is dipped into a synthetic 
plant hormone, only the small ring 
of cambium at the newly cut base 
of the cutting comes into contact 
with the hormone. This synthetic 
plant hormone stimulates calus for- 
mation and eventual rooting. How- 
ever, when a cutting is wounded, a 
much greater percentage of the cam- 
bium layer is exposed to the syn- 
thetic hormone. Thus, the cutting 
absorbs a much larger amount of 
the plant hormone than it normally 
would, which causes heavy callusing 
and quicker rooting. 

As can be seen in _ illustration 
2, the roots emerged directly out of 
the wounded area. In addition to 
the heavy rooting induced by wound- 
ing, the wounded cuttings rooted 
faster. (See table 2.) 
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Illustration C (Lot 3) Best treatment; 
root system very uniform. 

Illustration D (Lot 4) Wounding was 
a definite advantage in initiating root 
growth on these untreated cuttings. 


In all cases, other than experi- 
mental, the cuttings are treated with 
Hormodin No. 3. However, when 
trying to obtain rooting comparisons, 
hormones in different concentrations 
are used. In addition to the treated 
lots, untreated, or control lots are 
also used and the results are shown 
in the table below. 

As indicated in the photographs 
reproduced, the best root systems 
were obtained when the wounded 
cuttings were treated with Hormodin 
No. 3. 

After the cuttings have been treat- 
ed with Hormodin No. 3 they are 
stuck in a medium of sand and peat

Conclusions: Optimum rooting in lot 3. Cuttings in lot 1 badly overdosed by too strong a hormone. Cuttings in lot 2 rooted 
well, but nearly 10 per cent died in the medium following rooting. Wounding stimulated root growth in lot 4. Wounding the 
cuttings is definitely advantageous. The cuttings used in the above experiment were taken from plants growing in the wild.

Merchandising in Action 


Baltimore Garden Shop Profits from Diversification and Promotion

Operations at the Valley Mart, 
Baltimore, Md., a branch of Valley 
Landscape Co., Inc., in business for 
over 25 years, are extensive. This 
complete garden center offers land- 
scaping services; nursery stock; gar- 
den supplies; tools; equipment; 
furniture and furnishings, and gift, 
toy and gourmet shops, plus a grow- 
ing Christmas greens department. 

Originally, activities of Valley 
Landscape Co., Inc., centered about 
industrial, commercial and _ large 
residential projects — __ schools, 
churches, public buildings, stores, 
housing developments, estates and 
public highways—as it still does to- 
day. However, in keeping with the 
growing trend toward a complete 
garden center, this aggressive organi- 
zation has branched out into the 
retail and home fields and is reap- 
ing profitable results. 


Continuous Promotion 


There are many important fac- 
tors that go into the making of a 
successful garden center, including 
professional know-how, merchandis- 
ing experience and a hardy, trail- 
blazing spirit. Unless the garden cen- 
ter is constantly promoted, it may 
wither by the wayside. 

The Valley Mart is very much 
alive. Proof of its growth is the fact 
that it is still enlarging its scope of 
operation. No plant blushes unseen 
at this nursery. Everything from its 


expansive display grounds to its 
fascinating gift shop is limelighted 
via newspaper promotions, direct- 
mail advertising, garden tours, 
demonstration classes, television and 
word-of-mouth advertising. 

Located in a suburban section of 
Baltimore, one mile north of the city 
line, the nursery is nestled in rolling 
countryside on the road to the 
beautiful Green Spring valley sec- 
tion. 

Six years ago, the company opened 
the Valley Mart, fronting its prop- 
erty. According to Edward Stafford, 
president, who started Valley Land- 
scape Co., Inc. 25 years ago, this 
enterprise was to specialize in the 
sale of better groups of smaller stock 
at retail for the small homeowner. 
The demand, however, changed the 
original plan to include larger trees 
as well. Increasing sales also neces- 
sitated expansion of the display 
grounds to approximately three and 
one-half acres, with another five 
acres devoted to storage. Later de- 
velopments included a Christmas 
greens department, in 1951, and a 
gardeners center, in 1952, and re- 
cently the gift and gourmet shops 
were established. 

Display Grounds 

The nursery display grounds are 
laid out with paved walks, where 
customers may roam without being 
bothered with salesmen. Convenient 
benches in shady spots are provided 


where customers may take time out 
to rest as they view the gardens 
Dead or blighted stock is imme- 
diately removed, as the firm feels 
only clean, thriving stock should be 
on display at all times. 

Irrigation and sprinkler systems, 
operated from wells on the prop- 
erty, keep stock hardy and fresh 
The firm sets an example on the 
proper maintenance of nursery stock, 
and a customer who expects a guar- 
antee must also give the proper care 
to his purchased stock. 

Roaming from the _ nursery 
grounds, the visitor comes into the 
little garden department where ferti- 
lizers, insecticides and tools are sold. 
From there he goes into the Green 
Thumb room, where there is a com- 
plete display of house plants, hang- 
ers, artificial and plastic plants 
everything for indoor and outdoor 
green thumb gardeners. 


Christmas Display 


The Terrace room, which was 
originally a slat shed attached to 
the main building, is now completely 
insulated, covered with tile flooring 
and having indirect floor radiation 
heating. At the moment, this Terrace 
room is designated as Santa Claus 
land, where better Christmas items 
are displayed. Here, the promotion 
of Christmas greens takes place. 
Wreaths, sprays for doors, unusual 
table centerpieces, decorations for

hotel, Chicago, IIl., November 10, to 
attend the state-wide conference on 
the control of Dutch elm disease in 
Illinois. Organized by Noel B. 
Wysong, chief forester, Cook county 
forest preserve district, Chicago, and 
Dr. J. C. Carter, plant pathologist 
and head, section of applied botany 
and plant pathology, Illinois Natu- 
ral History Survey, Urbana, IIl., the 
conference was sponsored by the IIli- 
nois state chamber of commerce. 
Since the first case of Dutch elm 
disease was discovered in Illinois in 
1950, thousands of elms have been 
killed and it has spread to 72 coun- 
ties in the state. So that the disease 
would not follow the pattern it did 
in the east, where huge numbers of 
trees have been lost, this conference 
was called to acquaint the park 
maintenance men, community offi- 
cials and others with the disease and 
what can be done to stop its spread. 


Dr. Curtis May on History 


The first speaker at the morning 
session was Dr. Curtis May, princi- 
pal pathologist, agricultural _ re- 
search service, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Beltsville, Md. 
His subject was the history of the 
Dutch elm disease. Dr. May since 
1933 has been associated with the 
U. S. D. A. in charge of pathological 
phases of research on diseases. 


Speaking on the history of the 
Dutch elm disease, Dr. May related 
that shortly after 1918, when the 
tanks and trucks had ceased rum- 
bling through the streets of Rotter- 
dam, the Dutch people found their 
elms were dying. At first it was be- 
lieved that the roots had been loos- 
ened by the trucks and tanks, but 
research showed that a fungus was 
the cause. A woman scientist found 
that she could reproduce the disease 
in elms by inoculating them with the 
fungus. It was not discovered how 
the disease was being spread, and so 
it expanded rapidly through western 
Europe and reached England in 
1927. It is believed, said Dr. May, 
that the disease originally came 
from Asia. 

In the 1920’s the U. S. D. A. and 
tree maintenance men became inter- 
ested in the disease, and as a result 
Dr. May went to Europe in 1928. 
Upon his return, he identified the 
first case of the disease in the United 
States in 1930 in Cleveland and 
Cincinnati, O. 


Dutch Elm Disease Conference 


In 1933, he related, Dr. Richard P. 
White sent him an elm specimen 
from Maplewood, N. J., which had 
Dutch elm disease. By the end of the 
year, cases were found in New York 
and Connecticut. For seven years an 
intensive effort was made to eradi- 
cate the disease, but it failed. How- 
ever, the effort did prevent a more 
rapid spread of the disease. 

Prior to World War II, Congress 
stopped appropriation of federal 
funds for removal of diseased trees, 
and therefore the program to control 
the spread of Dutch elm disease 
passed to the states. But only the 
states which experienced the disease 
were willing to take up control pro- 
grams. 

The states have continued to 
work, and good jobs have been done 
in Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey and Illinois, said Dr. May. 
This disease, he said, is the worst one 
affecting trees since the chestnut 
blight. 

The Dutch elm disease was 
brought into the United States 
through the importation of elm logs 
for furniture veneer, he said. The 
beetles that are known to spread the 
disease have been in the United 
States a long time, as far back as 
1905. Dr. May concluded his re- 
marks by stating that the disease 
will be with us a long time and will 
be a costly one to combat. 


Symptoms and Diagnosis 


Speaking on the symptoms and 
diagnosis of Dutch elm disease was 
Dr. J. C. Carter, who joined the 
Illinois Natural History Survey staff 
in 1934. He is author of more than 
50 articles on subjects related to the 
causes and control of diseases on 
shade and ornamental trees. In 1945 
he received the National Arborist 
Association award for his publica- 
tion, “Wetwood of Elm.” 

In his discussion, Dr. Carter re- 
lated that the earliest symptoms of 
Dutch elm disease are the yellowing 
of leaves on the tips of the branches. 
This is followed by the wilting of 
the branches. As the disease spreads, 
the leaves turn brown and fall off, 
and more and more branches become 
affected. Some trees, he stated, die 
more rapidly than others. 

Not all trees with yellow leaves 
have Dutch elm disease, he cau- 
tioned. There are at least four dis- 
eases which cause yellowing of leaves 
and wilting of branches. 


To detect the Dutch elm disease, 
it is necessary to obtain part of a 
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branch of a newly wilted tree and 
strip off the bark or cut a cross sec- 
tion where brown discoloration will 
be noted. However, four diseases of 
elm trees will also cause discolora- 
tion of the wood, so that it is neces- 
sary that cultures be taken of the 
discolored wood. 

This is accomplished by placing 
small chips from the discolored wood 
in a plate containing the solution. 
The plate is then put into an incu- 
bator, and after one or two weeks 
the fungus can be detected if the 
Dutch elm disease has been present 
in the sample. 


Control of Disease 


A most thorough and comprehen- 
sive paper on the transmission and 
control of the Dutch elm disease was 
delivered by Dr. Russell R. Witten, 
acting chief, division of forest insect 
research, central states forest experi- 
ment station, U. S. D. A., Colum- 
bus, O. Dr. Witten joined the staff 
of the U. S. D. A. in 1930 as an 
entomologist, after graduating from 
the University of Massachusetts. He 
has been engaged in research of 
Dutch elm disease since 1934. 

Dr. Witten related that the Dutch 
elm disease is transmitted by two 
types of elm bark beetles, the Euro- 
pean and a native species, the former 
being the most harmful. The most 
desirable method of combating the 
disease would be to cure the infected 
trees. But, he stated, a cure has not 
been found to date. The only way 
known to combat the disease is to 
control the elm bark beetle. 

The beetles usually feed in the 
crotches of small branches of living 
elm trees. When it seeks a breeding 
place, the elm bark beetle prefers 
elm wood which is rapidly dying 
from disease or injury or other 
newly cut elm wood. When the 
newly born insects emerge, they feed 
on surrounding trees, although bee- 
tles have been found two miles away. 

The beetles do their feeding in 
spring and early summer, from May 
15 to July 30. At that time the long 
vessels in the tree are open and func- 
tioning and are near enough to the 
bark surface that beetles in their 
feeding cut into them. Later in the 
summer the vessels are shorter, and 
the trees are not affected seriously 
by the beetles. 

Therefore, in order to control the 
disease, it is necessary to prevent the 
beetles from feeding in the spring 
and early summer and also it is 
necessary to remove places where

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Cornus Kousa 


Cornus kousa is the Asiatic coun- 
terpart of our native flowering dog- 
wood and originated in Japan and 
Korea. It is somewhat smaller than 
C. florida, but of more compact and 
fastigiate branch structure, becoming 
more open at maturity. The species 
seldom grows to more than 25 feet 
under agreeable conditions. Like our 
native trees, their Asiatic cousins do 
well in any reasonably good soil with 
adequate drainage and can be grown 
in open locations, but do best when 
lightly shaded. 

The leaves of Cornus kousa, on the 
purplish side when young, are gener- 
ally smaller than C. florida, but a 
richer dark green, and in our vicin- 


itv lack the brilliant fall color so

pleasing in our own dogwood trees, 
the plant being content to develop 
strikingly different, colorful fruit to 
compensate for its rather dull purple- 
brown autumn foliage. 

The “flowers” (enlarged, bleached 
bracts) of the Japanese dogwood are 
generally superior to those of ou 
native flowering dogwoods; the bracts 
are pointed and, while slightly 
browned at the tips, are not deeply 
notched like the blunt, rounded ends 
of the “petals” of C. florida. While 
the “flowers” of both species are 
otherwise quite similar in general ap- 
pearance, the “petals” of C. kousa 
are considerably narrowed at the 
base. 

The most notable difference be- 
tween the native and Asiatic flower- 
ing dogwoods is in their manner of 
producing fruit; instead of ripening

Trained Personnel 


All employees are given a train- 
ing program in which they are shown 
the various types of plants. They 
are told not to discuss with a client 
a problem of which they know noth- 
ing. In such cases, the salesclerk 
turns the customer over to one of 
the more experienced men. This 
makes the customer aware of the 
fact that, while the firm has to have 
young and new personnel, it does 
not wish to impose inexperienced 
help on customers with particular 
problems.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








NATIONAL ARBORETUM 


At the recent meeting of the 
American Horticultural Council at 
Washington, D. C., I had the oppor- 
tunity to pay another visit to the 
National Arboretum. 

This much-needed _ institution 
seems finally to be headed in the 
right direction, and it now appears 
that it will someday be an ar- 
boretum worthy of our great coun- 
try. Through several quirks of fate, 
the arboretum has had a hard road. 
It has been financially starved; it 
has been a political football, and, 
during the war, it was an army 
camp, which did it no good. 

Conceived in 1927, the arboretum 
made little progress for many years. 
Incidentally, while I was a student 
at the University of Maryland, Dr. 
Zimmerman led plant ecology field 
trips over a large part of the area. 
Then it was in its native woodland 
state. Today the underbrush and 
weedy growth have been removed, 
leaving the trees and small growth 
that are either of botanical or land- 
scape interest. 

Interesting Topography 

The general topography is excel- 
lent, for it contains attractive val- 
leys, glens and vistas, including river 
views. 

Dr. Henry Skinner is the newly 
appointed director, and under his 
skill and direction the arboretum 
should progress. His predecessor, 
B. Y. Morrison, whose great interest 
was azaleas, produced some fine 
plantings, particularly of his Glenn 
Dale hybrid azaleas. These are plant- 
ed in a woodland valley, in masses 
of at least 30 plants of a variety, 
along the slopes and under a canopy 
of dogwoods. The plantings are of 
such generous proportions and in 
such a beautiful setting that in time 
they should rival the great azalea 
plantings of the south. 

While only a part of the plantings 
is completed or even commenced, I 
will mention some that already make 
a good showing. There is a planting 
of 400 dawn redwood, or metase- 
quoia, mostly eight to 12 feet high. 
The collection of crab apples is 
particularly fine. Other excellent 
plantings are the magnolia and holly 
groups; the evergreen magnolias are 


already of fine proportions, and the 
variety of hollies is extensive. 


Three Valley Planting 


What is known as the three val- 
ley planting looks from a small pla- 
teau down a little valley and across 
the Anacostia river—an attractive 
view. Along the paths and banks of 
this section are planted a grove of 
camellias, both sasanqua and ja- 
ponica. The variety is extensive and, 
camellias being fashionable plants 
today, the planting attracts much 
attention. These plants are from two 
to eight feet and are doing well. A 
few of the sasanqua plants were in 
bloom when I saw them. Dr. Skinner 
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says he is finding the plants quite 
hardy, even hardier than expected. 
Unseasonal frost may damage the 
flowers, but unless there is an ex- 
tremely cold winter, the plants 
probably are not injured. 

The dogwood planting made by 
the Woman’s National Farm and 
Garden Association is more formal 
than are most of the plantings, and 
because the arboretum is in fine dog- 
wood country, the plants must be a 
glorious sight when they are in 
bloom. 

Other plantings already well 
started are those of Japanese quince, 
hemlock and other conifers, beech, 
maple, mountain laurel, oak and 
rhododendron. 

An unusual feature, barely under 
way, is the synoptic garden, which 
will contain representative plantings 
of all the material contained within 


the arboretum. This will facilitate 
instruction when groups tour the 
gardens.

CENTER

Be sure to supply ample space for 
parking. Better err on the side of too 
much space than too little. A large 
lot is more inviting than a small one, 
and a congested lot is discouraging 
to those who are a little timid about 
parking. A lot should be easily ac- 
cessible from the street or highway. 
Make the entrance wide, the full 
width or length of the lot if possible. 

In planning a parking lot, figure 
the amount of space required to 
park a car. Cars parked at a sharp 
angle can be backed into a narrower 
space than those parked at right 
angles. Try to avoid having parking 
lots so narrow that cars have to back 
into the street or highway to get out, 
a hazard to the customer. If the 
parking lot can be planned in such 
a way as to mark the space allotted 
to each car, the area can be used 
more efficiently. 


Practical Parking View 


It is a good idea to have the cars 
parked facing the front of the gar- 
den shop or an open side of the lath 
house, so some of the merchandise 
will be visible. It is obvious that the 
parking lot should be close to the 
sales area, so customers will have the 
minimum distance to carry pur- 
chases. It may be necessary to erect 
barriers to keep the cars from run- 
ning into buildings. Old utility poles 
or discarded railroad ties painted 
dark green or a bright yellow will 
serve well. 

Parking lots should not only be 
well drained, but have an ll- 
weather surface. Asphalt makes an 
excellent surface, but is rather ex- 
pensive for large areas. A practical, 
but less expensive surface consists of 
coarse gravel rolled to make a firm 
base, then covered with a fine gravel 
or crushed rock. Whatever surface 
you use, be sure it will support high 
heels without getting them unduly 
dirty or dusty. A high percentage of 
your customers will be women.

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planning. From the standpoint of 
the customer, the salesroom is the 
center of your institution. By sales. 
room I mean the all-weather build- 
ing in which your customer would 
expect to find a salesman and that 
houses the cash register and often- 
times the office—in other words, the 
nerve center of the garden center. If 
at all possible, this spot should be so 
located that it is the focal point to 
the visitor, the place he would natu- 
rally go when looking for someone 
to wait on him. If the salesroom is 
situated in an out-of-the-way place 
or is difficult to reach, your cus- 
tomer may become discouraged and 
leave before you have a chance to 
sell him. 


Lath Houses 


I have already made reference to 
the lath house. Originally lath 
houses were used chiefly in the south 
and the southwest, but now they are 
found in all parts of the country. 
They probably are most useful for 
the protection of nursery stock in 
the south, where temperatures are 
higher and the sun is brighter. Even 
in the north they can be used to 
advantage for protection, both in 
winter and summer, for certain 
types of plants. Garden centers that 
are open in the summer will find 
lath houses helpful in providing 
shade for the comfort of customers 
while shopping for nursery stock. 
The advantages and disadvantages 
of lath houses will be considered 
more fully elsewhere. 


Even though a lath house may not 
figure in your plans, provision must 
be made for the protection and dis- 
play of trees, shrubs and evergreens. 
This is best done by the use of bins 
or beds with sides of wood or con- 
crete. These also will be discussed 
more fully elsewhere. Because a large 
part of the nursery stock offered for 
sale probably will be displayed in 
lath houses or outdoor bins or both. 
it is desirable that these be located 
in a place both conspicuous and 
easily accessible from the parking 
lot and salesroom. 


Accessibility Important 


A common error in planning a 
garden center is to separate the gar- 
den center and lath house by other 
buildings, a drive or just open space. 
One elaborate and costly garden 
center opened recently has an office 
and salesroom in the center, sur- 
rounded by lath houses. The plan is 
good, but the lath houses are sepa- 
rated from the salesroom by a drive 
that completely encircles the latter.

ter is where to put the work area. 
You need some place to park your 
trucks and other power equipment, 
such as sprayers, tractors and tillers. 
You need a piace to pile potting soil, 
manure and sand. You need storage 
space for pots, cans, boxes and other 
supplies. You need a place to un- 
pack, and check shipments of nurs- 
ery stock and other merchandise, a 
spot to pot up roses, shrubs and 
trees, a temporary dump for dead 
and defective merchandise, old pack- 
ing cases and other debris that is 
bound to accumulate. The service 
area is unavoidably unsightly and 
ought to be screened from the view 
of the customer. At the same time 
it needs to be convenient to the rest 
of the garden center. 


Office Space 


A few suggestions about office 
space might be in order. Of course 
you will need some office facilities in 
the garden center, but if it is to be 
reserved at the expense of the sales 
area, keep it at a minimum. Some- 
times it is too easy for the customer 
to get into the office; a woman may 
think she has to see the boss to ask 
what is ailing her petunias. 

Some experienced garden shop 
operators have found it desirable to 
have a small office conveniently lo- 
cated in or near the salesroom. where 
they can carry on incidental work 
or visit casually with customers, but 
for the sake of efficiency they find it 
best to do most of their office work 
elsewhere. Furthermore, you can 
have a more satisfactory conference 
with customers in offices that are 
located away from the traffic of the 
garden shop aid therefore give more 
freedom from interruptions. 

This is a good time to urge vou 
to visit as many garden shops as pos- 
sible before planning your own es- 
tablishment. Look them over objec- 
tively, keeping in mind the various 
features referred to in the foregoing 
discussion. Make notes of the things 
you like about each place that you 
can incorporate in your own set-up 
and be equally certain that vou 
avoid mistakes made by others. You 
will find the time spent in looking 
over established garden centers to be 
a profitable investment.

Evening Primroses 


There has been a request on my 
desk for several weeks, asking for an 
account of the good evening prim- 
roses for the garden, that I have 
delayed answering for several rea- 
sons, the principal one being that I 
know so little for sure about the 
group, speaking from the nomencla- 
tural standpoint. I know of not more 
than one other group of plants that 
will so quickly drive the careful 
(careful of his plant names) gar- 
dener crazy. So, I attempt the task 
with not a little trepidation, hoping 
that I may not stray too far. 

One cannot easily go wrong on the 
Chilean Oenothera acaulis (Oeno- 
thera taraxacifolia) because of its 
dandelion-like leaves. However, one 
can go wrong in the north if he trusts 
this plant outdoors in cold winters, 
even though it has gone through here 
in northern Michigan on a few oc- 
casions. Although counted more or 
less as a perennial, the subject is 
better treated as a biennial. It is an 
interesting plant, with zigzagging, 
prostrate stems, dandelion-like leaves 
and flowers two inches or more, 
usually more (to four inches), across. 
The blooms are usually creamy-white 
to pale pink, sometimes changing to 
deep pink with age. 

Of undoubted hardiness and 
proved value is Oe. brachycarpa (al- 
so known under the specific name 
lavauxia), a native of the plains and 
mountain, states from Montana 
southward. It is good for the sunny 
rock garden and border, delighting 
in dry, sandy soil and maintaining 
its floral display for a month or more 
in early summer. The flowers are 
large (two to three inches across), 
fragrant and bright yellow, taking on 
orange shades as they get older and 
finally changing to orange-scarlet in 
their last stages. The plant is sel- 
dom over five or six inches tall and 
spreads into broad colonies in con- 
genial situations. 


Oe. Caespitosa 


The tufted evening primrose, Oc. 
caespitosa, is one of the charmers 
of the group. It, too, is hardy, but 
is generally not so long-lived as the 
next preceding, often acting as a 
biennial. In fact, it is generally best 
to treat Oe. caespitosa as a biennial 
in this climate; then one is always 
sure to have plants. However, this 


subject is so easily propagated from 
offsets that it is no trouble for the 
grower to keep a stock. It grows to 
six inches in height, with long lance- 
olate or spatulate leaves clustered in 
rosettes and 3-inch-wide flowers that 
are white, turning to deep pink with 
age. Despite its short life, this is one 
of my favorite evening primroses. + 
The plant known to gardeners as 
Oe. childsi, but more properly Oe. 
tetraptera, naturally from 
Texas into South America; so grow- 
ers in the north are not surprised 
that it cannot stand winters there 
though they can,enjoy it when they 
treat it as an armual, replenishing 
the stock from cutthygs and carrying

pots or some other protected place. 
It is, or at one time was, available 
in white, pink, rose and a number 
of intermediate shades. 

One of the best of the race for the 
sunny border is the well-known Oc. 
fruticosa, specially in its form known 
as youngi. The latter is a much- 
branched, 2-foot plant with thick, 
shining foliage and 2-inch lemon- 
yellow flowers from early June until 
late August. Another form of fru- 
ticosa known as variety major, or 
popularly as the bush sundrop, is of 
like stature, making a dense bush and 
producing its deep yellow flowers 
even longer than youngi. 

Oe. missouriensis has received not 
a little attention from garden mak-

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ers and deserves far more, being one 
of the showiest of the family. It is 
low-growing (usually eight inches to 
a foot) and somewhat prostrate in 
habit, with large, bright yellow 
blooms during June, July and Au- 
cust. The solitary flowers are ordi- 
narily two or three inches across, but 
a well-done plant may have them as 
much as five inches in diameter, 
and one reads of their attaining six 
inches. It is an acknowledged peren- 
nial, though it tended to be rather 
a short-lived one in my trials. 


Oe. Ovata 


A California species, Oc. ovata, a 
really worthy garden plant, is not 
offered in this country at present, so 
far as I know. It is not a plant for 
the extreme north, according to ex- 
perience here, because I had trouble 
in keeping it over the winter in the 
open ground, but it should do well 
south of the Ohio. The late Carl 
Purdy, a careful student of California 
plants, told me that the roots could 
be stored like tender bulbs, and that 
may be the solution for northern gar- 
deners. A single root will make a 
tuft of light green leaves as much 
as six inches across and will send 
up short, slender stems all summer 
long, each stem bearing inch-wide 
blooms of intense yellow. I was un- 
der the impression, when the plant 
was under investigation here, that 
the Oe. odorata, which sometimes 
appears in lists, especially in Europe, 
is being confused with the subject of 
this paragraph. Although I have 
never grown what is passing under 
label of Oe. odorata, I suspect, from 
some correspondence which I had 
with an English gardener, that it is 
one of the numerous forms of the 
ubiquitous Oe. biennis. 

A number of kinds may be taken 
care of in a few sentences. The plant 
which sometimes appears in lists as 
Oe. pilgrimi is, according to material 
that has been in my trials, so similar 
to Oe. youngi, though Bailey makes 
it a form of Oe. perennis, that it 
could be dropped from lists, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that its 
flowers are smaller and less showy. 
I am not enough of a botanist to 
place in the scheme of things the 
plant which appears in European 
lists as Oe. pallida. In his Cyclopedia, 
Bailey tentatively put it with O6e. 
linearis, though he omits it entirely 
from the edition of “Hortus” with 
which I work. The plants that I 
grew from seeds marked Oe. linearis 
lacked the clear yellow color of 
linearis; on the contrary, the blooms 
were always in some shade of pink, 
usually a rather sickly hue.

America as Oe. speciosa is not the 
same as the Oe. speciosa of foreign 
lists, for here we know it as pure 
white, changing to pink with age, 
while it is described abroad as pink 
and rose. The plant that I have in 
mind, which was grown from seeds 
from several American sources, grew 
about 15 inches tall and produced its 
large, white flowers, to three inches 
across, during July and August. The 
roots spread; so the plant should not 
be placed near choice plants, which 
are likely to be smothered. 


Oe. Serrulata 


Few evening primroses can surpass 
the shrubby Oe. serrulata in general 
excellence. Contrary to many of the 
shrubby kinds, this one does not 
winterkill at the tips, even in the 
north, if one is particular to get his 
stock from the northern part of the 
plant’s range. One should expect this 
hardiness, though, because the plant 
grows naturally on the plains as far 
north as Manitoba. It evidently 
varies not a little in stature, an Okla- 
homa correspondent giving its height 
as two feet and a Colorado observe 
calling it a 10-inch plant, while in my 
trials it is recorded as being generally 
about 15 inches. Regardless of 
height, it is a good garden plant, giv- 
ing freely of its lemon-yellow flowers 
from June into August. The size of 
flower is also variable, ranging from 
an inch to two inches or more in 
diameter. If one can obtain Oe. ser- 
rulata, he will have an item that will 
attract immediately during its long 
blooming season. 

Propagation is usually best from 
seeds when available. They should 
be sown in early spring, and the 
plants potted off while small and put 
in their permanent places in time to 
be established before winter. Often 
vegetative reproduction is necessary 
or desirable. That process is easily 
accomplished in the case of the 
spreading kinds, such as Oe. caespi- 
tosa, by dividing roots in late sum- 
mer, keeping the divisions in pots in 
a protected frame during the first 
winter. Many perennial kinds can 
also be grown from cuttings, taken 
preferably in late July or early Au- 
gust and wintering them the first 
year in a protected frame. It should 
be remembered that many evening 
primroses may pass out of the picture 
after a season or two of heavy flower 
production. That seems to be a char- 
acteristic of the race, and even the 
reputedly perennial kinds may act 
the same.

hear that a pure-white form of this 
charming dwarf is now available. 
For the benefit of readers who have 
not made the acquaintance of the 
former, I shall go back to it a mo- 
ment. Wedgwood makes a low mat 
of dark green leaves, five or six 
inches tall, and covers itself for a 
long time in summer with exquisite, 
violet-blue saucers, on short, erect 
stems. Change that picture to the 
pure white of the new form and one 
has a truly delightful small bell- 
flower. Both kinds make splendid 
edging plants, as well as rock gar- 
den ornaments. 


Elsholtzia Stauntoni 


I quote as follows from a recent 
letter: “I read last night a brief note 
in an old amateur garden magazine 
that Elsholtzia stauntoni is a good 
fall-flowering shrub. Can you add 
anything that will give me a better 
idea of the plant?” I can do nothing 
better than quote from my garden 
notebook for October, 1931, which 
reads in part as follows: 


“Elsholtzia stauntoni appears to 
be a plant of great possibilities. I 
have not grown it, but from observa- 
tion during the past two years in a 
garden that I visit I am led to be- 
lieve that this plant can take its place 
alongside buddleia. This elsholtzia 
makes a growth of three or four feet, 
with bright green leaves, four or five 
inches long, glabrous above and 
grandular below. The flowers are a 
pleasing shade of lilac-purple in long 
(to eight inches) 1-sided spikes, com- 
mencing in September and lasting 
well into October if they escape hard 
frost. The plant requires a sunny 
spot, well protected from winter's 
winds in the north.” 


Soon after writing the foregoing 
note, I had an opportunity of trying 
the plants, with these results: They 
came readily from seeds, blooming 
the first fall from an early March 
planting. Although they killed back 
to the ground the first winter, the 
plants bloomed the next fall on new 
growths, about 20 inches tall, as I 
remember. It must have been four

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or five years before the plants finally 
succumbed to a cold winter. Judging 
from that experience, I should expect 
the subject to be fully hardy in the 
inquirer’s section of Delaware. In 
addition to seeds, green cuttings can 
be used for propagation in summer. 


Erigeron Mucronatus. 


The Delaware inquirer already 
mentioned also asked for a note on 
Erigeron mucronatus. This is the 
plant which one is now told to call 
Erigeron karvinskianus and, when 
seen at all in gardens, usually ap- 
pears under label of Vittadinia tri- 
loba. The last name is properly ap- 
plied to a group of erigeron cousins 
from the antipodes, I believe, and 
the two erigeron names are matters 
of botanical leanings. 

The plant is a tropical composite, 
not hardy outside the extreme south, 
but it will bloom the first year from 
seeds and may, therefore, be used as 
an annual in the north. It is said to 
grow 18 or 20 inches tall in the 
south; here in Michigan it was 12 
to 15 inches, with large daisies, 
white, changing to pink, producing a 
charming effect in the garden. 


Erigeron Speciosus 


While I was writing the preceding 
note, it occurred to me that brief 
mention of another fleabane, Eriger- 
on speciosus, would come in well at 
this time. Instead of the tropical 
home of the other, this one chose the 
northwest (Oregon, Washington and 
British Columbia, to be exact) for 
its abiding place and is, consequent- 
ly, hardy even in northern Michigan. 
Combining hardiness, ease of cul- 
ture and good appearance, it is a 
splendid garden plant and a good 
cutting subject. If it happened to be 
difficult of culture, one would be as 
eager to possess it as he is in the case 
of such temperamental beauties as 
Meconopsis baileyi; being so easy, it 
is passed over by most gardeners. 

If it is used generously, E. specio- 
sus makes a good showing during 
June and July, when it is displaying 
its large, handsome, _blue-violet 
flowers on stout, erect stems to a 
height of 18 inches to two feet. Ap- 
parently, it needs only ordinary gar- 
den soil in full sun and frequent 
division to be happy. Propagation is 
by seedage, divisions and cuttings, 
the first in early spring and the other 
two means in late summer, by pref- 
erence.

considerable attention to keep them 
in their allotted space. That is also 
true of the form known in gardens 
as the snowball bush, which was for- 
merly called variety sterile, but is 
now designated variety roseum. 
Years ago one sometimes saw a vari- 
ety nanum, a 4-foot plant, as I re- 
member it now, but it seems to have 
vanished from gardens and nurseries 
that I visit. Last fall I saw in an Ohio 
nursery another dwarf form, under 
label of variety compactum, of 4-foot 
stature and heavy fruiting habit 
which should find a place in our 
gardens, especially where red fruits 
are called for.

der found, were the land-grant col- 
leges and state experiment stations. 
Major projects listed included 221 
on woody ornamentals, 186 on fruit 
trees and 63 on herbaceous peren- 
nials. 

Further breakdowns _ indicated 
that of the 31 projects relating to 
the propagation of fruit trees, 28 
pertain to grafting and budding. 
Almost half of these are concerned 
solely with apples. 

The majority of the 33 research 
projects with woody ornamentals 
are on studies of the rooting of cut- 
tings. 

On production and harvesting ex- 
periments, major interests are in 
woody ornamentals, 67 projects; 
fruit trees, 52 projects, and small 
fruits, 19 projects. 


Few Distribution Projects 


The small number of projects on 
distribution and packaging empha- 
sizes the need for development in 
that phase of investigation, Dr. 
Snyder said. The need for more 
marketing and economic studies is 
likewise currently indicated. 

Investigations of the problems of 
insect and disease control are pri- 
marily concerned with the major 
fruit trees, small fruits and certain 
woody ornamentals. 

While extensive breeding projects 
have been under way for many years 
with the major fruit trees, small 
fruits and some herbaceous peren- 
nials, it is only recently that exten- 
sive breeding projects of woody or- 
namentals has been started by many 
institutions. 

Dr. Snyder’s report, which he 
expects to have completed in the 
near future, will include a detailed 
analysis of all the information sub- 
mitted. It is anticipated, he stated, 
that the final report will serve as a 
guide for the development of a well-

Some varieties will show activity by March 
10 and nearly all begin some growth by 
the first of April, so please order early. 

Our descriptions conform to standard prac- 
tice for liners, but please do remember that 
most of the plants we offer are for lining-out 
purposes and will not always necessarily 
meet A, A. N, grades for finished stock.

of horticulture related to the nurs- 
ery industry. 


Plant and Light Studies 


Dr. H. A. Bothwick, principal 
plant physiologist, agricultural re- 
search service, U. S. D. A., Wash- 
ington, D. C., reported on observa- 
tions and current studies under way 
on plant reactions to light. Factors 
which control flowering, the pecu- 
liarities of growth, the germination 
of some seeds and the degree of 
yellow color in the skins of toma- 
toes are all regulated by light. Light, 
too, determines bud formation, leaf 
coloration and bulbing. 

It is night length, rather than day 
length, that determines the flower- 
ing of plants. For long-night plants, 
such as the poinsettia, the night 
length must be long and uninter- 
rupted. Two hours’ difference in the 
length of day for poinsettias makes 
a big difference in its flowering 
habits. The parts of the plant affect- 
ed by night length are the leaves, 
not the stems, the buds nor the 
growing points. 

Light promotes the germination 
of some seeds, but has an inhibiting 
effect on others. This is perhaps why 
some plant seeds lie dormant in the 
soil for many years. Because of this 
fact, it is not advisable to stir up 
the soil after applying herbicides, 
lest weed seeds be exposed to the 
influences which are caused by 
light. 

The afternoon program ended 
with summarization of activities in 
testing new plant varieties. Ray 
Hastings, Harrisburg, Pa., secretary, 
All-America Selections. talked on 
this subject, and Ralph Dasher, 
Florence, Ala.. secretary of both the 
All-America Rose Selections and 
the All-America Camellia Selec- 
tions, reported on these two plants. 
Harold W. Knowlton, Auburndale, 
Mass., president of the American 
Iris Society, discussed the work of 
his group.

Plant Explorations in Japan 


The program for the council’s 
evening session, October 27, featured 
Dr. John Creech, in charge, United 
States plant introduction garden, 
Glenn Dale, Md. Dr. Creech, who 
is also president of American Horti- 
cultural Society, Inc., presented a 
superbly illustrated talk on his recent 
plant exploration trip to Japan. The 
climate in the islands of Japan, Dr. 
Creech explained, varies from that 
typical of Birmingham, Ala., through 
that of Salem, N. C., the small cities 
of Vermont and up to Nova Scotia. 
This makes the country an ideal col- 
lecting area for plants for America. 

Colored slides of the rugged 
topography found in the islands 
supported Dr. Creech’s contention 
that the Japanese have a constant 
struggle with the forces of nature for 
their livelihood; only 16 per cent of 
the land is arable. An ever-increasing 
population, earthquakes and _ty- 
phoons add to the difficulties. Japan 
has given us three important things 

plants, a way of horticulture and 
a style of gardens. 

Dr. Creech visited all the major 
nursery areas in Japan, besides being 
able to collect plant material in the 
wilds. He managed to obtain some 
tetraploid azaleas. Of interest to 
fruit growers were his slides of Japa- 
nese orchards. Each fruit on each 
tree grew in a separate wrapping of 
paper. This applied, Dr. Creech 
said, to oranges, apples, pears and 
peaches. 

Dr. Creech discussed the Japanese 
art of dwarfing trees. His collection 
of slides on bonsai trees was breath- 
takingly beautiful, as were his slides 
of the new varieties of clematis in 
Japan. 

Because of the short, rapid grow- 
ing period for bamboo, the Japanese 
are able to produce stalks that are 
square in cross section. This they do 
by putting a square collar at the 
base of the growing plant. Growers 
also train the stalks to permanent 
curves. By removing leaf buds at the 
culms of the bamboo, they are able 
to form curiously zigzagged stalks. 

Dr. Creech ended his talk with 
scenes of many beautiful gardens. 
The arched bridges, frequently ob- 
served in Japanese gardens, are so 
designed that their reflections in the 
undisturbed waters below will make 
them appear a perfect circle.

Dr. S. M. Emsweller acted as host 
and briefed the group on what it 
was to see. 

Dr. Henry T. Skinner traced the 
early history of the National Ar- 
boretum and said the plantings 
there are now about one fourth 
completed. The arboretum is ex- 
pected to be open fully to the public 
in 1957. Work is progressing, and 
now, for the first time, a research 
program has been set up and ap- 
proved. 

Dr. Creech explained the work of 
the United States plant introduc- 
tion garden at Glenn Dale, Md. 


Surprise Speaker 


The introductory talks concluded, 
Dr. Emsweller injected a surprise. 
He presented Dr. E. Van Slogteren, 
director of the laboratory for flower 
bulb research at Lisse, the Nether- 
lands. Dr. Van Slogteren is presi- 
dent of the Royal Botanical Society 
of the Netherlands and is a special- 
ist in the virus diseases of orna- 
mentals and other crops and in the 
serological diagnosis of virus dis- 
eases of plants. 

Explaining his subject with col- 
ored movies of his work, the speaker 
said that there is practically no cure 
for virus diseases in plants. Conse- 
quently, fast and positive identifica- 
tion of virus infections is vital. 
Using serums obtained and refined 
from virus-infected plants injected 
into the blood streams of horses, 
mice and rabbits, the doctor demon- 
strated his serological techniques in 
diagnosing suspected plants. This 
test can be done in a manner of 
minutes, he showed. 


It was a glorious autumn day, and 
the trip through the greenhouses at 
Beltsville and Glenn Dale, the 
luncheon at the research station’s 
Log Cabin cafeteria and the ride 
through the National Arboretum 
were events to be long remembered. 
An added treat, at the end of the 
afternoon and preceding the Friday 
evening dinner meeting, was a visit 
to the colorful, annual fall chrysan- 
themum show of the Takoma Horti- 
cultural Club, in the Park room of 
the Shoreham hotel.

SAN JOAQUIN CONFERENCE 

The third annual San Joaquin 
valley regional meeting of the west- 
ern chapter of the National Shade 
Tree Conference was held October 
28 and 29. The evening meeting of 
the conference was held in the re- 
cently completed science building, 
McLane hall, on the new campus of 
Fresno State College, Fresno, Calif.

S. H. Whitehorn, controller for

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Charles Sizemore 


Charles Sizemore, long-time mem- 
ber of the American Association of 
Nurserymen, which he had served in 
various capacities, including _ the 
posts of secretary, treasurer and na- 
tional traffic manager, died October 
17, at Pike County hospital, Louisi- 
ana, Mo. He was 85 years old. 

Starting as a freight clerk and as- 
sistant agent for the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy railroad at 
Louisiana, Mr. Sizemore became 
trafic manager for Stark Bros. 
Nursery at Louisiana, a_ position 
which he held for 19 years. He later 
held a similar position with a Texas 
nursery. Mr. Sizemore in _ recent 
years had specialized in traffic prob- 
lems affecting the nursery industry, 
appearing before state and interstate 
commissions and conducting other 
activities from his office at Louisi- 
ana. 

The Sizemore family has _ been 
prominent in religious, civic and 
commercial life in Louisiana since 
the early days of the city. Charles 
Sizemore had been treasurer of the 
Centenary Methodist Church at 
Louisiana, which he joined in 1886. 
for over 65 years, having been elect- 
ed to the church board when he was 
19 years old. Mr. Sizemore was also 
both a Mason and an Odd Fellow 
for over 50 years each. He was 
elected to the city council in Louisi- 
ana for several terms of two years 
each.

ords indicate that the year 1955 is 
running approximately 8 per cent 
ahead of 1954 in gross sales.” 


Good Fall in New York 


Charles H. Perkins, Jackson & 
Perkins Co., Newark, N. Y., sees 
fall trade equaling last year’s, but 
difficult to increase. Drought in 
summer added problems, he reports, 
adding: 

“The entire fall season of 1955 
has been hectic. We do not believe 
we ever went through a fall quite 
like it before. We had no rain here 
from the middle part of May to the 
middle part of August, which covers 
the bigest part of our growing sea- 
son. However, stock has made up 
pretty fair in spite of conditions. 

“Fall business has been good, both 
wholesale and retail. Both depart- 
ments averaged up as good as or 
a little better than in previous years. 
It seems to be difficult to increase 
fall business, as the active planting 
season is too short to get people 
stirred up and I think the majority 
of people believe spring is the logical 
planting time. 

“We look forward to a good spring 
business, to correspond with the gen- 
eral economy of the country.” 

Dry Fall in Georgia 

A dry fall has slowed digging in 
Georgia, but prospects are good, 
writes James G. Bailie, Fruitland 
Nurseries, Augusta, Ga. He re- 
marks: 

“The prospects for a good fall and

winter season are good. Right now 
(November 7), however, we are held 
up on account of dry weather. So 
far this year, we are short on rain 
about eight inches and have not had 
a good rain in over a month, which. 
of course, makes the ground hard 
and dry, and makes it more expen- 
sive to dig plants. We are holding 
up most orders until we get good 
rains. 

“The inquiries and catalog re- 
quests are coming in very well, 
are requests for quotations, and we 
believe the coming season will be 
much better than the past one. 

“The late March freeze did con- 
siderable damage to azaleas and 
camellias, coming while the azaleas 
were in full bloom, and that, neces- 
sarily, stopped the sale on_ those 
plants. 

“The building program in this sec- 
tion is still going on, and new plant- 
ing developments are still going for- 
ward, which makes more business for 
us and other nurserymen.” 


Texas Surge Reported 


Fall trade showed heavy gains and 
promises excellent spring business, 
writes Steve Verhalen, Verhalen 
Nursery Co., Scottsville, Tex. His 
complete observations continue: 

“Throughout the summer and into 
fall our business has been much bet- 
ter than last year's. September, 
October and November were ap- 
proximately two and one-half or 
three times greater in sales than the 
corresponding months a year ago. 
Usually, September is the kick-off 
month for fall business. This year 
proved to be just as expected; Sep- 
tember, right from the start, showed 
a tremendous surge in buying. It 
continued right through until the 
last week in October, when we 
noticed a slackening. 

“Our summer business and our 
good fall business can, to a great 
part, be attributed to much more 
favorable weather compared to a 
year ago. Also, in the Dallas area 
where our big increase has come, we 
also credit the fact that personal 
contact with the trade in that area 
has been responsible for sales we 
did not have last year. 

“Autumn business, we think, is 
important because it indicates in ad- 
vance what our spring business will 
be. With our present terrific increase 
in fall business we look for heavy 
sales after the first of the year. 

“Everyone I meet is questioned re- 
garding his outlook on business. I 
have met no one in any way pessi- 
mistic. A few have reported less sales 
this fall than in the previous one: 
nevertheless, local circumstances in

It has benefited the digging 
of deciduous material, however, for 
the dry weather caused stock to 
ripen earlier than usual. We have 
not yet had a good killing frost here, 
although several frosts have been felt 
10 miles back from the lake.” 


Fall Trade Up in Michigan 


Fall shipping is increasing but re- 
mains under 10 per cent of the total 
volume for the year, writes A. W. 
Krieger, Krieger's Wholesale Nurs- 
ery, Bridgman, Mich., who also sees 
a decrease in the small fruit supply. 
He comments: 

“After a season of extremes in 
both temperature and moisture, we 
found ourselves on November 1 with 
normal moisture for the season and 
above-normal temperature for the 
growing period. 

“Most of our material looks good 
at the present time, and the supply 
is about in line with the demand. 

“Our fall shipping has been in- 
creasing every year, and this year 
again has gone 10 per cent above a 
year ago, although our fall business 
amounts to less than 10 per cent of 
our total volume for the year. 

“Orders entered for future ship- 
ment are again on the increase, as 
compared with a year ago, but I do 
not think this is due to increased 
demand, but rather to a decreased 
supply in the small fruit line.” 

Illinois Demands Heavy 


Heavier demands for B&B stock 
increased fall trade for the Charles 
Fiore Nurseries, Prairie View, IIL, 
states J. C. Fiore, secretary-treasur- 
er of the firm. His report on the sea- 
son, which follows, points out the 
usefulness of new mechanized equip- 
ment. He comments: 

“I have found that although in 
our locality we did not experience a 
killing frost until extremely late in 
the season, the fact helped in en- 
abling us to get out a lot of balled 
and burlapped stock. As of Novem- 
ber 4, we found fall sales greatly 
increased over last year’s, particu- 
larly in B&B stock. More jobbers 
are requesting small shade trees and 
shrubs balled and burlapped, rather 
than bare-root. They find that such 
stock not only looks better to start, 
but gains faster. 

“We have always had a much 
larger digging force in the fall, in- 
asmuch as during the spring season 
we have to keep one third to one 
half of our gang doing nothing but 
planting and transplanting in the 
nursery. This fall the demand for 
shade trees was extremely high, and 
with some of our new machinery

were able to dig out 2 and 3'%-inch 
shade trees in less than 10 seconds, 
after the machine got to the tree 
and actually started the digging. 

“This fall we worked out a new 
system and schedule to facilitate the 
digging of nursery stock for our 
clients and gave extremely prompt 
service for a firm like ours, which 
does not have any cold storage or 
ready-dug stock for the market. 
Every order is freshly dug one to 
three days prior to the pickup of 
the stock for the jobber. 


“In general, all the nurseries in 


our area were busy from the early 
part of September on, and all have 
indicated a large increase over fall 
sales a year ago.” 

Demand for Shade Trees 


Myron C. Smith, Maywood Nurs- 
ery Co., Maywood, IIl., reports fall 
sales topping spring trade and a 
heavy call for shade trees. He de- 
scribes the season’s activity as fol- 
lows: 

“We started digging evergreens 
along about September 15. Business 
in general has been good, and Sep-

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the same times last year. This was 
due to the fact that we balled sey- 
eral thousand shrubs and some trees 
for landscape men who could not put 
off their work until the stock be- 
came dormant. 

“There has been heavy demand 
for shade trees and November 9 we 
still had about 500 trees to dig which 
were tagged earlier in the season. We 
did not have any frost until the latter 
part of October, and then, of course, 
we got a cold snap and about an inch 
and a half of snow, which prevented 
us from digging for a few days. The 
result is that we are far behind on 
our orders at the present time and 
need another three weeks to catch 
up, providing the weather holds 
food. 

“We do little planting in the nurs- 
ery in the fall and therefore are able 
to keep our entire crew on digging. 
Most trees and large shrubs are ma- 
chine dug. The past few years we 
have done more business in the fall 
season than we have in the spring. 

“There still seems to be a shortage 
of shade trees from 2 to 4 inches in 
caliper and upright yews are still 
scarce. 

Indiana Trade Strong 


Heavy home planting and a de- 
mand for specialties made a strong 
fall business, states Frank J. Little- 
ford, Littleford Nurseries, Vincennes, 
Ind. Frost damage to some ever- 
greens reduced available stock and 
affected sales, he adds. His detailed 
comments follow: 

“Tn our immediate area it has been 
noticeable the past couple of years 
that the people are feeling ‘It’s not 
a home until it’s planted.’ Locally 
we do not have garden clubs to help 
stimulate the nursery business. 

“Fall demand was strong. While 
there are plenty of Pfitzer junipers, 
they have been moving well. Peony 
roots are slow, compared to the fast- 
moving taxus and magnolia. The de- 
mand for shade trees and the Ameri- 
can and Japanese hollies is very good 
in our area. 

“From the hard freeze of March 
26 our stock has come back remark- 
ably well. Irrigation has paid this 
year, as well as last summer. If we 
had been 40 miles north or if the 
freeze had come four days earlier, 
we would not have been hurt. As it 
was, 90 per cent of our Taxus nana 
was frozen to ground level. On many 
taxus plants many needles were shed, 
while Taxus browni and hicksi came 
through practically unscathed. No 
doubt the time the sap rises made 
the difference. 

“In brief, we do one third of our 
business in the fall and two thirds 
in the spring. Our yearly picture will 
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show us with a 6 to 8 per cent in- 
crease in volume over last year, but 
this gain would have been greater 
had there been more stock to sell.” 

C. M. Hobbs & Sons, Inc., Bridge- 
port, Ind., also describes fall busi- 
ness as good, writing: 

“Business has been very good this 
fall. There is much building. Our 
year begins August 1, and our sales 
have been ahead of every correspond- 
ing month last year up to this date 

October 27). 

“We have a fair supply of stock, 
but no big surplus of any items. We 
have more deciduous shrubs than 
other items. We have booked more 
orders for spring, 1956, than we 
usually have booked at this time. 

“We think that other nurseries in 
this section can give about the same 
report. About the only fly in the oint- 
ment is shortage of labor, especially 
good, reliable help.” 

Kansas Experience 

J. J. Pinney, Willis Nursery Co.., 
Ottawa, Kan., tells of strong demand 
for shade trees, with large sizes un- 
available, in a good fall trade, writ- 
ing: 

“Fall business has been good. 
Early in the season it was a little 
slow, because of the dry weather and 
high temperatures, but after the 
rains came, business picked up. We 
have been busy ever since. Business 
has been as good as or even a little 
better than last year’s. 

“There is a strong demand for 
shade trees and practically no stock 
of the larger sizes. Planters are hav- 
ing to be satisfied with trees much 
smaller than they would like. 

“There is also a good demand fo: 
evergreens, especially the sizes and 
varieties that can be used for plant- 
ing around the ranch-style homes. 

“Although we have been produc- 
ing container-grown nursery stock 
for only two seasons, we are finding 
a satisfactory demand, with signs of 
growing interest in this type of mer- 
chandise all over the middle west.” 


Nebraska Gain Surprise 


In an area affected by drought, 
L. A. Moffet, Plumfield Nurseries, 
Inc., Fremont, Neb., notes a slight 
increase in business this fall, little 
in the way of surplus stock and indi- 
cations of a good spring season in 
1956. He reports: 

“So far we have been greatly sur- 
prised at the amount of fall business 
we have received. This whole area 
really took a licking from a severe 
drought; yet we have enjoyed a 
slight increase in business. Since we 
supply many dealers in this area and 
they are more or less responsible for

our increase, it is logical to believe 
that their business is also on the top 
side. 

“Orders on file for spring, 1956, 
are a trifle under the amount we had 
a year ago at the same time. How- 
ever, last year’s business was one of 
our greatest on record; therefore, we 
are not too disturbed at not having 
the same amount now. 

“Our firm will not have too much 
in the way of surpluses, and if pres- 
ent requests for stock are any sort 
of a measure to go by, then I should 
predict a good season in this area 
come spring, 1956.” 


Weather Affecting Iowa Sales 


G. L. Welch, Mount Arbor Nurs- 
eries, Shenandoah, Ia., describes the 
fall business as normal, writing as 
follows: 

“Our fall wholesale business has 
been fully up to normal, except I 
think B&B evergreens have not sold 
quite so well as usual. The decrease 
in the fall evergreen business is, I 
think, due to dry weather that we 
are experiencing throughout _ this 
area. 

“Our fall business is small com- 
pared to the volume handled in the 
spring. Prices have remained firm.” 

D. S. Lake, Shenandoah Nurseries, 
Shenandoah, Ia., writes: “Fall busi- 
ness has been excellent. As a rule, 
our business prior to December 1 is 
approximately 15 to 20 per cent of 
our total shipments. While exact fig- 
ures are not available as yet, it is 
my opinion that this year the per- 
centage is going to run higher than 
usual.” 


Late Gain at Milwaukee 


After a slow start, fall sales picked 
up to exceed last year’s, states Ralph 
E. Petranck, Brown Deer Nurseries, 
Milwaukee, Wis. He adds, spring 
bookings are also ahead of a year 
ago. Other details follow: 

“Fall sales started slowly, and Oc- 
tober 1 we were 50 per cent behind 
trade for the date a year ago. Since 
then, however, business has been 
good, and as of November 1, sales 
equaled last fall’s total; so we look 
forward to a substantial increase 
over a year ago. 

“No doubt the hot, dry summer 
and early fall had much to do with 
the slow movement of stock in Sep- 
tember. 

“Taxus continued to account for 
50 per cent of total sales, with 
spruce, pine and juniper making up 
the balance. 

“In the past we have grown ever- 
greens only, and this fall marks our 
entrance into the deciduous picture. 
Sales are satisfactory and will ac-

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count for 20 per cent of fall volume, 
with shade trees in good demand. 

“Spring bookings are ahead of a 
year ago, and we will again find our- 
selves short on all evergreens, par- 
ticularly with the taxus varieties.” 

Two Minnesota Reports 

A good growing season and sales 
equal to those in 1954 are cited by 
V. E. Johnson, Jewell Nurseries, Inc., 
Lake City, Minn., in his report on 
fall trade, which follows: 

“We feel that we have been quite 
fortunate this year in that we re- 
ceived considerably more moisture 
than did adjacent areas, and we 
have had an excellent growing sea- 
son. About the time we would get 
our irrigation system set up for oper- 
ation, we would have a nice shower. 

“Our autumn business is a small 
portion of our yearly volume, and 
this year’s fall business is about the 
same as in the fall of 1954. Indi- 
vidual orders coming in for fall are 
a little less in dollar volume, but we 
have more of them, and we believe 
our total will be the same as a year 
ago. The firm has observed no 
change at all in sales, and our book- 
ings for spring, 1956, are excellent. 
We are already reaching the sellout 
stage on some prime items.” 

“Fall business has been brisk here, 
indeed, and is running somewhat 
ahead of recent years, without 
marked changes or special features,” 
writes Ken Law, J. V. Bailey Nurs- 
eries, St. Paul, Minn. 


Oregon Nears High Point 


Writing in early November, A. H. 
Steinmetz, manager, Portland Nurs- 
ery Co., Portland, Ore., saw a late 
season reducing fall shipments, but 
annual totals nearing an all-time 
high. His observations were: 

“Under normal conditions we 
handle 25 to 30 per cent of our an- 
nual volume before January 1. This 
year, however, it seems likely that 
our volume during the fall will be 
reduced somewhat, due to the fact 
that deciduous stock is late matur- 
ing and will not be ready for ship- 
ment much before December 1. 

“We definitely feel that the fall 
demand is not so great as it should 
be. It seems to us that promotion of 
fall and early winter sales naturally 
ties in closely with the idea of year- 
round planting. Retail salesyard op- 
erators and landscape gardeners are 
aware of a need for a longer selling 
and planting season, and the produc- 
tion of container stock, which is 
gradually increasing in this area, 
will help to bring this about.

due largely to weather conditions. 
Advance sales are considerably ahead 
of last year’s, and from our observa- 
tions up and down the Pacific coast 
it seems that wholesale business for 
the season 1955-56 is likely to reach 
an all-time high. Much of our stock, 
both deciduous and evergreen, even 
at this early date is already short 
or completely sold out. Evergreens 
and conifers in particular are selling 
better than they have for several 
seasons.” 


California Fall Planting Up 


H. E. Rosedale, Monrovia Nursery 
Co., Monrovia, Calif., credits trade 
promotional efforts with increasing 
business in his following comments: 

“Business has been good in south- 
ern California this past fall. Each 
year there is a decided increase over 
the previous year, and this is due 
mainly to the continuous strong 
building program throughout the 
southern part of California. 

“Here at the Monrovia Nursery 
Co. the fall business has been ahead 
of last year’s, which is due not only 
to the building program, but also to 
the increased out-of-state business. 
More customers are demanding con- 
tainer-grown ornamentals, which 
can be planted easily without set- 
back. Another reason for the in- 
crease is the excellent work of the 
‘Plant America’ program of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men. The California Association of 
Nurserymen has a sizable budget just 
for publicity and advertising—edu- 
cating the homeowner to the fact 
that proper landscaping not only 
adds to the beauty of the home, but 
adds tremendously to its value. 

“The demand for more low-grow- 
ing and prostrate shrubs is in evi- 
dence, due to the architectural trend 
today.

and watered in. The 
never pounded down. 

Once the cuttings are placed in 
the medium, the plastic sheets are 
sealed by moistening the edges and 
overlapping the individual sheets. If 
this is done properly, the cuttings re- 
quire little further care. I do not 
wish to give the impression here, 
however, that the cuttings are en- 
tirely self-sufficient. They are not. 
But as far as everyday care is con- 
cerned, they require none. 

Tests 

There are two plants in the previ- 
ously mentioned list with which 
we have been able to do experimen- 
tal work. The number is limited, 
due to the lack of cutting material. 
The purpose of these experiments 
was twofold: First, to see if wound- 
ing increased the number of rooted 
cuttings and, second, to see if it 
increased the size of the individual 
root systems. Different hormone con- 
centrations were also used, so that 
we could compare their effect on 
rooting. The two plants used for 
experimental work were Ilex opaca 
(female) and Ilex opaca Clark. Han- 
dled as described, the cuttings gave 
results as shown in tables 1 and 2. 


Factors Affected 


The plastic, as can be noted, cuts 
down considerably the amount of 
work necessary to root cuttings of 
ilex. The effects, both favorable 
and unfavorable, on the factors in- 
fluencing rooting follow: 

VENTILATION—Cuttings cov- 
ered with polyethylene do not re- 
quire ventilating daily, weekly or

otherwise, due to the properties of 
the plastic, which allow air to pass 
through, both inwardly and out- 
wardly. However, it should be 
stressed that this exchange of air 
is far from rapid. Air cannot be 
forced through the plastic quickly. 
From all outward appearances, it 
appears as though the plastic is air- 
tight, but actually there is a small 
exchange of air going on all the 
time. 


WATER—Watering the cuttings 
is partly taken care of by the ability 
of the plastic to retain water vapor. 
The moistened medium is constant- 
ly evaporating water into the sur- 
rounding atmosphere. This water 
in the form of vapor cannot escape, 
due to the aforementioned property 
of the plastic. As the temperature 
inside the plastic case drops, due to 
the day’s ending, the moisture in 
the atmosphere condenses into drop- 
lets on the inner side of the plastic. 
These droplets fall onto the medium, 
remoistening it. What one has, in a 
sense, is an automatic watering de- 
vice. 

This device is not foolproof, 
though, as some manual watering 
is required. In the case of ilex cut- 
tings, the medium dries out fairly 
fast, due to the fact that the lead 
cable is running a good deal to main-

tain a high medium temperature. 
To overcome the drying out caused 
by the land cable, it is necessary to 
water the medium manually every 
four to five weeks under the con- 
ditions given. The experimental cut- 
tings were watered once, in addition 
to the initial watering they received 
when they were stuck in the medium. 
There is certainly no need of daily 
watering or even weekly watering 
when polyethylene is used as de- 
scribed here. 

HUMIDITY—Some propagators 
do not believe that humidity has 
much bearing on the success or fail- 
ure of a lot of cuttings to root. I 
am not one of them. With poly- 
ethylene plastic we attempt to cre- 
ate as nearly as possible a saturated 
atmosphere, or conditions compara-

ble to those obtained when double 
glass is used. I firmly believe that 
the ability of polyethylene plastic to 
retain water vapor in a closed area, 
thus greatly increasing the relative 
humidity in that space, is one reason 
for our success with polyethylene 
plastic. 

Maintenance of a high relative 
humidity is certain more important 
when softwood cutting material is 
being handled than when hardwood 
cuttings are being rooted. However, 
the fact remains that conditions of 
high relative humidity lead to faster 
and better rooting than when those 
conditions are lacking. 

Since high humidity is maintained 
by the plastic, there is no need to 
syringe the cuttings daily or even 
weekly. The plastic entirely elim- 
inates the work of syringing. 

SHADING—Polyethylene _ plastic 
must have some form of shading 
when used in propagating plants 
from softwood cuttings, as the plas- 
tic traps heat. However, when cut- 
tings are taken in the fall and win- 
ter months, like the ilex mentioned 
here, they are given the greatest 
amount of sunlight possible. With 
softwood cuttings, the ability of the 
plastic to trap heat is a decided dis- 
advantage. However, with ilex cut- 
tings, the trapping of whatever heat 
there is available is desired, as this 
heat supplied by the sun stimulates 
rooting. 

FUNGUS—tThe biggest disadvan- 
tage in using polyethylene plastic 
for propagating ilex, or any other 
type of plant material, is the fact 
that the plastic creates optimum ger- 
minating and growing conditions for 
fungi. These conditions are caused 
by the high temperatures, high hu- 
midity and the slight air circulation 
which is found inside the plastic. 

None of the media used in our 
work are sterilized, whether they be 
sand, sand and peat, or sand, peat 
and Styrofoam. Fungus growth must 
therefore be controlled by anothe: 
method, and that is the use of a 
fungicide. 

The fungicide used is Captan 
50W. It is used at a concentration 
of 2 teaspoonfuls per gallon of water. 
This fungicide is used as a pre- 
ventive spray, not as a cure-all. A 
program of spraying the cuttings and 
medium every week to 10 days 
is strictly maintained even when 
there are no cuttings present. With 
this procedure we have had little 
trouble from fungus. This applies not 
only to ilex, but to all other types of 
cutting material as well, whether it 
be hardwood or softwood. 

The mold is not allowed to grow

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and spread. Once it spreads, it is dif- 
ficult to check. 


Conclusions 


The use of polyethylene film in 
propagating ilex has led to the fol- 
lowing conclusions. 

1. Wounding ilex is definitely ad- 
vantageous, as it reduces the length 
of time required for rooting and in 
turn increases the size of the root 
systems. 

2. Fungus growth can be 
trolled readily with a definite spray 
schedule. 

3. The cost of the plastic is neg- 
ligible, and the plastic can be ap- 
plied to any type of propagating 
structure. 

4. The use of polyethylene plastic 
has greatly reduced the labor re- 
quired to root ilex cuttings. Where 
daily care was formerly required, 
only a weekly spraying with a fun- 
sicide and a monthly watering of 
the medium are required. 

5. The most important point is the 
fact that polyethylene plastic, used 
in the manner described, produces 
optimum rooting conditions easie1 
and cheaper than normal greenhouse 
procedure does.

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BOOK REVIEWS 











LATEST ON PROPAGATION 

Results of recent research and ex- 
periment are included in the general 
information on “Plant Propagation 
Practices,” a 344-page book by 
James S. Wells, just published by the 
Macmillan Co., at $7.50. Readers of 
his articles on this subject in the 
American Nurseryman will welcome 
this volume for its inclusive char- 
acter. 

First of all, he gives advice on 
setting up and equipping a propa- 
gating unit and then discusses basic 
propagation principles. In the chap- 
ters on procedures he not only con- 
siders seedage, cuttings, grafting 
and divisions, but also growth-stimu- 
lating substances, humidification 
and constant mist. 

Then in 18 chapters he details 
propagating procedures for 18 
groups of plants, those of particular 
importance and difficulty in the 
nursery. Finally there is a chapter 
about the propagator’s year, in 
which month-to-month work is 
briefly noted. 

Added is a useful appendix, noting 
publications and the sources of 
equipment and materials to which 
reference is made in the text. An 8- 
page index adds to the value of the 
volume for reference. Numerous il- 
lustrations are helpful. 

As an up-to-date and original 
work on the subject of propagation, 
the book will be a valued addition to 
the nurseryman’s library.

beetles can breed. In order to pre- 
vent the beetles from feeding, trees 
can be sprayed with DDT in the 
form of an emulsion. The solvent 
used with DDT is an important fac- 
tor, xylol, commercial grade, giving 
best results. Either hydraulic spray- 
ers or mist blowers can be used in 
applying the chemical. In a hydrau- 
lic sprayer 16 pounds of DDT should 
be used with 100 gallons and in the 
mist blower 100 pounds of DDT in 
100 gallons. It takes 20 or 30 gallons 
of mixture to cover an average tree 
with a hydraulic sprayer, while it 
only takes two or three gallons of 
the mixture to cover a similar tree 
with a mist blower. 

The spraying should be done be- 
fore the beetles become active and 
on a still day when there is no rain 
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and the temperature is above freez- 
ing. It is most important, he said, 
that the application be done when 
the tree is dormant. Because of the 
long residual effectiveness of DDT 
sprays, the dormant application can 
be made any time after the trees 
lose their leaves in the fall and be- 
fore the new leaves or flowers appear 
in the spring. 

Sanitation, or removal of dying 
trees which harbor insects and the 
fungus, should be continued, he said, 
as this will reduce the spread of the 
disease. The dead trees should be 
destroyed by April 15, and similar 
material found from April to Sep- 
tember should be destroyed within 
30 days. 


Films Shown 


After the morning talks, color 
films on the nature and control of 
the Dutch elm disease were shown. 
The first film, entitled, “The Fight 
to Control Dutch Elm Disease,” was 
produced by the Standard Oil Co., 
Chicago, in cooperation with the 
Michigan State University depart- 
ment of botany and plant pathology 
and the Illinois Natural History 
Survey. This film is available from 
the Standard Oil Co. The second 
film shown was entitled “American 
Elm—For Beauty or Beetles.” It 
was produced by the department of 
extension teaching and information 
of Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y. 

Rounding out the morning session 
was a question and answer period. 
Dr. May stated that he does not 
recommend planting American elms 
on a community basis. In answering 
another question, he said that for all 
practical purposes the disease can- 
not be spread with pruning tools. 

Dr. Whitten answered a question 
by stating that the elm bark beetles 
had not developed a resistance to 
DDT so far. 

Dr. Campana answered that he 
does not know of a move to give 
cities the authority to condemn and 
remove trees on private property. A 
clear ruling on this has not been 
passed down from the attorney gen- 
eral in Illinois. 


New York Program 


After luncheon in the French 
room of the Sheraton-Blackstone 
hotel, Dr. Donald S. Welch, profes- 
sor of plant pathology, Cornell Uni- 
versity, talked on the New York 
program. 

Millions of dollars were spent in 
New York, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut on eradication efforts in- 
volving the Dutch elm disease after 
its inception in 1933, but due to 
some lack of coordination in the pro-

Greenwich was the first town in 


Connecticut in which Dutch elm 
disease was discovered back in 
1933, said Mr. Dietrich, and from 
that point until about 1945, the 


U. S. D. A. conducted a sanitation 
program on private lands which in- 
cluded the removal and destruction 
of all identified Dutch elm diseased 
trees. Town forces handled similar 
cases on public grounds and high- 
ways. In spite of this program, many 
valuable town trees were lost, and 
the citizens expressed deep concern 
over the possible loss of their elm- 
lined streets. 

As the result of a public meeting, 
$5,000 was appropriated for the 
purpose of conducting a program of 
Dutch elm disease control work 
within town limits. A fund was ap- 
propriated each year and _ later 
increased to $7,000 for a 6-year 
period. As control work became ef- 
fective, regular annual appropria- 
tions were adequate to continue the 
program. 

About this time, Mr. Dietrich took 
over the position of superintendent 
of parks and trees and instigated a 
control program. The mist blower

Experimental Work 
In order to determine the most 
effective and economical rate of 


DDT application, based on actual 
field conditions, it was necessary to 
select several plots with trees of a 
uniform size. These plots were 
sprayed with various strengths of 
DDT solution. Twigs were selected 
from these trees and put in jars 


which contained elm bark beetles 
which had been previously hatched. 
It was observed that when the bee- 
tles started feeding on the branches 
which had been sprayed with the 
heavier concentration of DDT, they 
died within an hour and no signs of 
scars were observed on the sprayed 
twigs. On twigs sprayed with the 
lower rates of DDT, considerable 
beetle activity was noted. 

As a result of this experiment, a 
program was set up, and prefoliar

The remainder of the program jp. 
volved a foliar spray of a 6 per cent 
DDT and a miticide application to 
the leaf surfaces in June to combat 
leaf-eating insects and, in some 
minor respects, a later crop of the 
elm bark beetles. 

Night spraying between 7 p. m 
and 7 a. m. has been a successfy] 
venture, as it cuts down on traffic 
interference and complaints of 
spraying cars and pedestrians, plus 
giving better control measures. At- 
mospheric conditions are such that 
spray settles more completely 
through the tree area, and wind cur. 
rents are greatly reduced. Daytime 
spraying is confined to outlying 
country roads. As time and funds 
permit, a sanitation program is car- 
ried out. 

The town also has a_ pruning 
schedule in rural areas once every 
two years. Also, a liquid feeding 
program for all elm trees growing 
within the city limits between the 
sidewalk and curbs is employed 
Since the program has been started 
in Greenwich there has been less 
than a 1 per cent loss due to Dutch 
elm disease in the city, and it is not 
deemed serious. The loss is no worse 
than that caused by other insects 
and diseases which are dealt with in 
the regular tree maintenance pro- 
gram for other species of trees. 

Mr. Dietrich said that the out- 
look for the American elm tree is 
not so dismal as many would have 
us believe. It is a beautiful tree and 
is here to stay. 

The city of Greenwich is highly 
Dutch elm disease conscious, he 
stated. In order to set up a program 
it is necessary to get the public in- 
terest. It is necessary to furnish the 
city’s financial board with basic 
facts of a tree inventory and cost 
figures on a control program. The 
success or failure of any Dutch elm 
disease program is based on the fol- 
lowing known facts, he stated: (1 
A conscientious operator of the 
spraying equipment: (2) the timing 
of the pre-foliar DDT application, 
and (3) an effective tree-mainte- 
nance program. 


At Champaign-Urbana 


Dr. Carter was called upon at the 
afternoon session to tell of the 
Champaign-Urbana situation. By 
using slides, Dr. Carter showed 
statistics about the spread of 
Dutch elm disease in the area. In 
the Champaign-Urbana area, elm 
phloem necrosis reached a peak in

originally started in the area in 
1944, but now is on a decline, and 
the number of cases in 1955 is 123. 

Dutch elm disease was first found 
in 1951 and has increased to 1,805 
cases in 1955. The elm population of 
the area is 12,195, and in the period 
from 1942 to 1955, 2,032 trees, or 
17 per cent, were killed by phloem 
necrosis, while 2,675, or 22 per cent, 
were killed by Dutch elm disease. 
Figuring the cost of removing trees 
at $50 per tree, which is a low rate 
of removal, he said, 4,279 trees 
have been removed during the 
period of 1951 to 1955 at a total 
cost of $213,915. 

Dr. Carter also showed similar 
figures for the University of Illi- 
nois campus, which is situated in the 
middle of the Champaign-Urbana 
area. An active control program has 
been maintained on the university 
campus, and the figures showed that 
the rate of occurrence of phloem 
necrosis and Dutch elm disease has 
been less than that in the surround- 
ing area. Additional slides showed 
the shortage of precipitation in the 
area during the summer months 
since 1952 and the rate of tree loss 
was proportional to the lack of pre- 
cipitation.

has worked closely with Illinois com- 
munities to fight the Dutch elm 
disease. 

Dr. Campana related that the first 
case of Dutch elm disease in Illinois 
was found in 1950 near Mattoon. 
There was one case in that year, but 
in 1952 there were 25 cases in nine 
counties. In 1953 there were 500 
cases in 15 counties, and the figure 
increased in 1954 so that 55 counties 
were affected. This year the disease

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has not spread so fast, 18 counties 
having been added to the total, 
making 73 counties in all. 

Dr. Campana stated that in pre- 
senting an outline, he offered it only 
as a guide. Conditions vary in com- 
munities, and no community should 
accept a predesigned program with- 
out completely studying it. Spraying, 
sanitation and maintenance are the 
three parts of a program. There is 
no conflict between spraying and 
sanitation; it depends on the town 
whether more emphasis should be 
given to one or the other. 


Inform Public 


The problem should first be called 
to the attention of municipal and 
civic officials. A town should not 
wait for the disease to arrive before 
inaugurating a control program, he 
affirmed. A public meeting should be 
held, and an elm tree committee of 
municipal officials and of interested 
persons should be formed. A trained 
person who can do field work and 
diagnosis should be selected. He 
should be thoroughly schooled in 
recognizing the disease and collect- 
ing samples. A tree inventory of the 
city should be taken. It is possible 
to obtain money for a program if 
facts and figures are presented. The 
community should review all the 
available information on the disease 
and should study other programs. It 
is necessary to have the cooperation 
of property owners in any program. 

Dr. Campana said he believes that 
sanitation is the basis of any pro- 
gram. The complete removal and 
destruction of all dead and diseased 
trees, twigs and stumps is essential. 
He emphasized the immediate re- 
moval of this type of material. A 
scouting program in mid-June and 
mid-August, street by street, should 
be made. He advocated watching 
trees which have been affected by 
drought. 

When an infected tree has been 
found, other trees within a 1 ,000-foot 
radius should be sprayed. Recom- 
mended spray materials at the prop- 
er time should be used. 


Completing the afternoon session 
was a summation of the day’s talks 
by Dr. May. He emphasized appli- 
cation of the spray before the feed- 
ing period of the beetle, and he 
pointed out that the Dutch elm dis- 
ease can be controlled in an area 
which is surrounded by infestation 
of the disease. Dr. May stated that 
Illinois has an effective organization 
at the University of Illinois to assist 
communities in combating the 
Dutch elm disease, and he saw no 
reason why effective programs could 
not be put into effect throughout the 
state.
